General 
Mo tore and Coca-Cola, to pull out of South Africa because of the 
oountty's racial segregation policies and a business slump. IBM, 
wfoch employs nearly 1.500 people in South Africa, said the 
action was made necessary by the deteriorating political and 
economic situation here. 
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GCC begins talks on security 

RIYADH (AP) — The secretary-general of the Gulf 
Cooperation Council (GCC), Abdullah Bishara, warned Tuesday 
of escalating terrorism against the region as the alliance's interior 
ministers met in Riyadh to develop an internal security strategy. 
'“Terrorism wiD increase and so will concern and instability," Mr. 
Bishaia said in an address to the conference. The GCC groups 
Saudi Arabia, Kuwait, Qatar, the United Arab Emirates, Bahrain 
and Oman. Conference sources said that formulating collective 
measures to combat terrorism and to unify security policies 
topped the conference agenda. The ministers^ recommendations 
will be submitted to the GCC heads of state at a summit scheduled 
for Nov. 2-4 to Abu Dhabi. GCC members, particularly Kuwait, 
have been attacked by terrorists, particularly because they 
neighbour the waning states of Iraq and Iran.

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Crown Prince calls on 
superpowers to leave 

Middle East region 

His Royal Highness, opening 2-day symposium, 
says nuclear war is no longer an impossibility 


AMMAN (Petra) — His Royal Highness 
Crown Prince Hassan urged the two 
superpowers on Tuesday to end their rivalry 
for acquiring spheres of influence in the 
.Middle East and said the region should be 
declared a zone of peace free of foreign 
intervention. 


The two superpowers should 
stop being indifferent to the 
regional conflicts and the 
explosive situation in the Middle 
East resulting from their own 
rivalry over strategic positions and 
withdraw from the region 
altogether, or else cooperate with 
each other for developing the 
region's resources to serve the 
interests of both East and West, 
Prince Hassan said in an address 
to a two-day symposium on the 
* ’Importance of Babel Mandeb to 


Arab National Security." 

The Crown Prince said peace 
and security in foe Middle East 
"are important for the 
international community in 
genera] and the peoples of the; 
region in particular... it is time for 
the superpowers to help establish 
peace and enable foe people of 
this region to live in security and 
stability.” 

Referring to the strategic 
importance of foe Red Sea, which 
"has been unfortunately 


transformed into an arena for wars 
and conquests," Prince Hassan 
pointed oat that foe fast pace of 
international trade and industry 
had exposed foe Red Sea littoral 
countries close to Babel Mandeb 
on foe southern approaches of foe 
Red Sea and those located in foe 
Horn of Africa to Western 
domination and foreign threats 
and pressures. 

“•Impe rialism jn this area has 
brought about partition of 
territory and led to divisions, 
regional conflicts and internal 
disputes," Prince Hassan noted. 
He said "in addition to foe danger 
of desertification and hunger, 
regional conflicts have been on the 
increase in the Red Sea area, and 
continually assuming horrible 
proportions.” 

The region has witnessed and

Mozambicans mourn Machel 
amid questions over successor 


MAPUTO (Agencies) — The 
eople of Mozambique on 
uesday mourned President 
Samora Machel, their only leader 
since independence, as attention 
focused on who would succeed foe 
forceful former guerrilla 
commander. 

People wept in foe streets as 
they read copies of Tuesday’s 
semi-official Daily Noticias, 
devoted entirely to his death, 
career and foe plane crash in 
South Africa in which he was 
lulled on Sunday evening. 

The paper's banner headline 
proclaimed: "Samora Machel 
Morreu" (Samora Machel is 
dead). 

The body of the 5 3 -year-old 
president and some of the other 
victims were flown home late 
Monday from the crash site, only a 
few hundred metres inside South 
African territory near foe border 
town of Komatipoort. 

South Africa said 29 of foe 39 
people on board the Soviet-built 
jet were killed. Mozambican 
Prime Minister Mario Macbungo 
on Monday broadcast foe names 
of 33 he said had died, including 
Transport Minister Alcantara 
Santos and several other senior 
officials. 

The country's top three bodies, 
tire ruling Frelimo party pohtburo. 
the standing commission of 
parliament and foe council of 
ministers (cabinet), met behind 
closed doors for 12 hours on 


Kaunda says

LUSAKA (R) — President 
Kenneth Kamtda of Zambia said 
on Tuesday South Africa stood 
accused of playing a part hi the 
death of Mozambican President 
Samora Machel until faternatianal 
experts proved it Innocent. 

"I accuse them (South Africans) 
openly of hived vement in foe death 
of President Machel cmtfl they are 
proven innocent,*’ he told a 
conference of trade unionists. 

Mr. Kaunda said he could not 
accept the findings of any South 
African investigation into the 
plane crash which killed Mr. 
Machel inside South Africa on 
Sunday.

Berri denies reports of Shamir 

talks on captive Israeli visits 


BEIRUT (Agencies) — Western 
diplomats are trying to negotiate 
the release of an Israeli airman 
captured by Lebanese militiamen 
in exchange for Lebanese and 
Palestinian prisoners held by 
Israel the A1 Liwa daily reported 
Tuesday. 

But Justice Minister^ Nabih 
Bern, confirming that his Am al 
militia "holds the Israeli captive," 
denied at a news conference that 
any negotiations were underway 
for a trade. 

“There have been no contacts. 
Israel should release all the 
prisoners it holds before 
demanding the airman's 
freedom," Mr. Berri rold 
reporters in his west Beirut office. 

When asked which prisoners 
Israel should release in return for 
the flier, Mr. Berri said: 
"Prisoners from all factions." 

A1 Liwa said: “Israeli officials 
have informed the Western 
intermediaries of their readiness 
to release all Lebanese prisoners 
held in Israel in exchange for the 
captured flier.” 

But it said "foe captors have 
turned down this offer and 
insisted*' that Palestinians held in 
Israeli prisons also be freed. 

The daily did not identify the 
diplomats it claimed were 
conducting foe negotiations. 

The Israeli was one of two 


crewmen in an F-4E Phantom 
fighter-bomber downed last 
Thursday during an air raid on 
Palestinian camps in the South 
Lebanon port of Sidon. 

Israeli Defence Minister 
Yitzhak Rabin said Tuesday that 
Israel held Amal responsible for 
the safety of the Israeli airman. 

"We see Amal as being 
responsible for his well-being and 
return to Israel," Mr. Rabin told 
reporters during a visit to a 
northern border town. 

Mr. Rabin for the first time 
referred to the missing, airman as 
the navigator of the downed 
aircraft. He refused to name foe 
navigator or add any other 
identifying details. 

“The captive is with foe Amal 
movement.” Mr. Berri told a news 
conference on Tuesday. 

It was the first official 
confirmation that the airman was 
being held by Amal following 
conflicting reports about his 
whereabouts. 

“The question that should be 
asked is not where or bow foe 
captive was arrested, but rather 
wiiy the Israeli warplanes were 
bombarding the south — civilians 
and Palestinians,” Mr. Berri told, 
reporters.-

TEL AVIV (Agencies) — The 
new prime minister of Israel. 
Yitzhak Shamir, marked his first 
full d ay in office on Tuesday with a 
visit to a Jewish settlement in the 
occupied West Bank. 

Mr. Shamir’s visit in the Kochav 
Yair settlement underscored what 
is likely to be one of foe most 
controversial of his government’s 
policies. 

Speaking to party supporters 
before foe visit, Mr. Shamir called 
on world Jewry to come and settle 
in Israel and said: “We must settle 
all foe land of Israel so that we 
have place to absorb all the Jews 
ctf foe disapora when they come. 

Mr. Shamir and his right-wing 
Likud bloc see the West Bank and 
Gaza strip as an “inseparable pan 
of Israel"' and support Jewish 
settlement in the occupied 
territories. 

But Mr. Sh amir 's partner in the 
coalition government, Foreign 
Minister Shimon Peres of the 
Labour Party, favours restrained 
settlement and opposes Jewish 
development altogether in 
Palestinian population centres.

Breakthrough reported 
in OPEC negotiations 


Heart 
transplant 
performed 
on 6-year-old 

AMMAN (J.T.) — Jordanian 
doctors on Tuesday snccesrfhlly 
performed a heart transplant 
operation on Mohammad A1 
Farekh, a six-year-old boy 
suffering from congestive 
cardiomyopathy. The patient was 
reported fay his doctors in “good 
and stable condition’' 12 boors 
Berthe surgery, which took place 
at the King Hussein Medical 
Centre. 

The transplanted heart was 
taken from seven-year-okl Tamar a 
Mahadeen, who suffered brain 
death in a car accident three days 
ago. 

Lieutenant-General Daoud 
Hawaii la , director of the Royal 
Medical. Services and chief of 
cardiac surgery at the medical 
centre, performed the three-hour 
surgery together with a team from 
the centre. 

Mohammad, according to 
senior medical sources at the 
centre, suffered from heart failure 
as a result from congestive 
cardiomyopathy, a heart muscle 
disease which could have been fatal 
withki months. 

Tuesday’s surgery was the third 
of its kind performed by Dr. 
Hanania and the team at the Khg 
Hussein Medical Centre. 


KUWAIT (Agencies) — The 
Kuwait News Agency reported 
Tuesday that Kuwait's oil 
production quota will be raised to 
999,000 barrels per day as of Dec. 
1 in an apparent breakthrough for 
the deadlocked OPEC conference 
in Geneva. 

The report, quoting 
unidentified sources in Geneva, 
said the decision was expected to 
allow the conference to conclude 
later in the day. 

The agency did not proride 
further details. 

It appeared to be a compromise 
by Kuwait, which bad been 
insisting that its production quota 
be increased as of Nov. 1 from the 
current 900,000 barrels daily 
figure to 999,000. 

The report came a few hours 
after foe emir of Kuwait received a 
message from King Fahd of Saudi 
Arabia, who had pledged to try to 
resolve foe impasse at Geneva 
through consultations with Gulf 
oil-producing states (See page 7). 

In Geneva, several OPEC 
ministers said foe group had just 
about clinched an elusive 
agreement to renew controls on its 
oil production which it hopes 
might drive up prices by about 25 
per cent. 

An authoritative statement by 
the Oiganisation of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries was still 


awaited Tuesday evening. 

Failure to renew controls on 
production after an existing 
agreement on output restraint 
expires on Oct. 31 could have sent 
prices down below S10 a barrel, 
from around S 14 now. rather than 
up to nearly $20 as OPEC leaders 
want. 

The stumbling block had been 
insistence tty Kuwait that it should 
have a 10 per cent increase of its 
quota 

A Gulf source told - Reuter the 
key point was that OPEC s overall 
ceiling on the total output of the 
13 members would be kept low 
enough to tighten the market and 
send prices higher. 

Total production, with Iraq 
exempted from the accord, would 
be slightly below 15 million 
barrels daily in November and 
slightly higher than that in 
December. The ceiling until now 
has been 14.S million, with Iraq 
exempted. 

But sources quoted by AP said 
the key compromise called for 
OPEC to increase its current 
production ceiling by 209,000 
barrels a day, to slightly over 17 
million barrels daily for 
November and December only. 

None of foe countries had 
officially accepted this deal, the 
sources said. 


55 Soviets in retaliation 


U.S. expels 

WASHINGTON (Agencies) — 
The United States, retaliating for 
the expulsion from Moscow of five 
American diplomats on spy 
allegations, announced Tuesday 
chat 55 Soviets must leave the 
country by Nov. 1. 

State Department spokesman 
Charles E. Redman said that in 
addition to retaliation, the action 
also was designed to reduce the 
Soviet embassy in Washington 
and the Soviet consulate in San 
Francisco to correspond with the 
US. embassy in Moscow and the 
American consulate in Leningrad. 

Redman announced the 
massive retaliation with "regrets,” 
but said it was forced ou President 
Ronald Reagan’s administration 
by foe Soviet Union. 

Redman, whose nomination as 
spokesman was announced a few 
minutes earlier by Secretary of 
State George P. Shultz, said the 


Soviet embassy would be reduced 
to 225 positions and foe consulate 
in San Francisco to 26. 

Fifty of the Soviets were 
ordered to leave to get down to the 
new level. The five others, 
Redman said, were declared 
persona non grata, the diplomatic 
language used in expulsion 
-actions. 

This matches numerically the 
expulsion of foe five Americans 
from Moscow for what the Soviets 
on Sunday called “impermissible 
activities.” 

Redman said foe United States 
and foe Soviet Union had an 
agi - raent giving Moscow 320 
diplomatic postings in this 
country. But, he said, the Soviets 
ignored long-standing U.S. 
concerns about the imbalances of 
the diplomatic missions of the two 
countries. 

Redman said the Soviets were 


informed that the United States 
would act to establish parity if they 
re tafia ted for the US. expulsion of 
25 UJM.-based Soviet diplomats 
ordered by the Reagan 
administration last month. They 
had been accused in general terms 
of espionage. 

The last five of the 25 left New 
York for home last week and the 
Soviets announced Sunday they 
were kicking out five U.S. 
diplomats in apparent retaliation 
by Oct. 31. 

In Moscow, the official Soviet 
news agency TASS condemned 
the US. expulsion orders as a 
move aimed at worsening 
superpower relations. 

“The Reagan administration 
has taken another step aimed at 
worsening Soviet-American 
relations," TASS said, in the first 
response from Moscow to the 
American measure. 


Israelis 
to try 40 
Arab 
students 

TEL AVIV (Agencies) — The 
Israeli occupation authorities 
detained more than 150 
Pales tinian high school students in 
the Gaza Strip for questioning 
on Tuesday, on the third day of 
demonstrations against Israeli 
occupation. 

An army spokeswoman told AP 
in a telephone interview that four 
other non-students, whom she 
described as “inciters." were also 
arrested at foe high school. 

Israel Radio said soldiers 
questioned 153 students at 
Beersheba High School about 
their suspected involvement in 
demonstrations Monday during 
which Israeli soldiers and vehicles 
were stoned. 

Soldiers shot in the air and fired 
tear gas to disperse the 
demonstrators. 

Soldiers again fired tear gas 
carmisters Tuesday to disperse 
studentprotestors who walked out 
of their classes and took to the 
streets. 

Later on Tuesday Israeli police 
said they would bring to trial 
about 40 of foe more than 150 # 
Palestinian students arrested in* 
the occupied Gaza Strip. 

Police said they had released 
113 of those arrested. 

Those remaining in custody 
could face maximum sentences of 
five years' imprisonment and stiff * 
fines if convicted of participation 
in “illegal demonstrations,” they 
said. 

The students were 
demonstrating against the buildup 
of Israeli troops in foe occupied 
Gaza Strip, following foe recent 
stabbing deaths of two Israelis in 
Gaza City. 

Some 600,000 Arabs and about 
2,000 Jewish settlers live in Gaza. 

Gaza officials, including 
deposed Mayor Rashad A1 Shawa, 
have complained soldiers 
•harassed civilians by forcing them 
to lie with their faces to foe ground' 
or stand in foe sun with their arms 
raised.

Earlier an official Sbviet 
spokesman, Gennady Gerasimov, 
gave a strong indication that 
Moscow would be compelled to 
retaliate if foe United States took 
such a step. 

"This could go on to infinity,” 
Gerasimov told a news conference 
in Moscow. 

Gerasimov said the Soviet 
Union believed it was time to draw 
a line under the mutual 
expulsions, but indicated Moscow 
would respond if necessary. 

“Our figures could have been 
higher," the spokesman said, 
referring to the weekend 
expulsion of five Americans. “So 
we have a reserve." 

Western diplomats said 
Gerasimov's choice of words 
seemed a clear sign that the Soviet 
Union would retaliate with more 
expulsions in answer to foe latest 
American move. 


Reagan tells Kohl arms 
control accord is likely 


Gorbachev slams Western 
approach to arms control - 


WASHINGTON (R) — President 
Reagan, warmly welcoming West 
German Chancellor Helmut Kohl 
to the White House, said Tuesday 
he was optimistic the United 
States and me Soviet Union would 
build on what he called foe giant 
step forward taken in Iceland to 
seal an arms control agreement. 

** We're now striving to build on 
the progress achieved at 
Reykjavik.” Mr. Reagan told Dr. 
Kohl in a colourful ceremony 
welcoming the West German 
leader to the White House. 
“There is ... ample reason for 
optimisn.” 

Mr. Reagan and Soviet leader 
Mikhail Gorbachev came dose to 
concluding a sweeping arms 
control agreement at foe Oct. 
11-12 summit in Iceland but foe 
deal collapsed over Mr. Reagan's 
“Star Wars" missile defence 
system. 

But Mr. Reagan said his 
strategic defence initiative (SDI), 
as the land and space-based 
anti-missile system is formally 
known, would make an arms 
oontrol agreement more likely by 


forcing Soviet concessions in other 
areas. 

Responding to Mr. Reagan’s 
welcoming remarks, Dr. Kohl 
urged the United States to build 
on what he called the major steps 
taken towards arms control at 
Reykjavik but stressed such deals 
should be struck "without 
endangering our security." 

Dr. Kohl, who arrived Monday 
nigh rand leaves early Thursday, is 
expected to ask Mr. Reagan to 
clarify a US. -Soviet proposal to 
abolish medium-range missiles in 
Europe and to seek assurances 
such a deal would not leave West 
Germany vulnerable to Soviet 
short-range weapons or attack 
from vastly superior Warsaw Pact 
conventional forces. 

Other proposals outlined at 
Reykjavik were a 50 per cent cut 
in strategic weapons in five years, 
leading to the total elimination erf 
ballistic missiles in 10 years, and 
steps to reduce, and eventually 
ban, nuclear testing.

MOSCOW (R) — Soviet leader 
Mikhail Gorbachev criticised 
Western approaches to arms 
control on Tuesday in talks with 
Danish Prime Minister Poul 
Schlueter that foe official news 
agency TASS said were "free and 
at times sharp.” 

In his first meeting with a 
NATO leader since his talks with 
US. President Ronald Reagan in 
Reykjavik, Mr. Gorbachev told 
Mr. Schlueter that the U.S. 
attachment to developing an 
anti-missile space defence had 
blocked agreement on nuclear 
arms cats, TASS said. 

Mr. Gorbachev said the 
Reykjavik talks had been 
successful "but were also an event 
which highlighted foe stubborn 
resistance, and not only on the 
part of the United States, to foe 
cause of real disarmament,'’ 
TASS said. 

Hie Soviet leader said West 
European governments had no 
reason to fear that the total 
e liminati on of nuclear weapons 
would leave their territories at the 
mercy of superior Soviet 


conventional forces, TASS said. ' 

“Western European 
governments continue to ‘voice 
concern,' despite the fact that we 
have waited for so many months 
for their response to the Budapest 
initiative of the Warsaw Pact 
countries," the agency quoted Mr. 
Gorbachev as saying. 

The Budapest proposals, made 
in July, called for radical 
reductions in NATO and Warsaw 
Pact forces from the Atlantic 
Ocean to the Ural Mountains that 
would involve as many as one 
million men. 

TASS said Mr. Gorbachev told 
Mr. Schlueter that both military 
affiances could establish working 
groups to study the Budapest 
proposals. 

Mr. Schlueter told Prime 
Minister Nikolai Ryzhkov on 
Monday that Denmark viewed the 
outcome of the Reykjavik 
meeting with disappointment and 
wanted the superpowers to 
continue talking.

Beirut underground group 
kidnaps another American 


BEIRUT (AP) — An underground group 
itself the Revointioiiary Justice Organisation 
darned on Tuesday it h«d kidnap ped an American* 
living in mainly Muslim west Beirut, char ging he 
was a spy for the United States and Israel. 


The claim came in a 31-word 
hand -written statement in Arabic 
delivered by hand to the Beirut 
office of a Western news agency. 

The statement identified the 
victim as Edward Austin Tracy. 

A spokesman for the U.S. 
embassy said “there is a guy by die 
name of Edward Tracy, from 
Rutland, Vermont, who was bom 
in 1930.

The spokesman, who spoke on 
condition of anonymity, added: 
“But we have not beard of him 
lately. This guy had not had any 
contact with the end) assy in recent 
months.” 

He said the embassy could not 
confirm or deny Tracy’s 
kidnapping. “We are too far to do 
so at the time being." the 
spokesman said by telephone- 
from the embassy in east Beirut’s 
Christian suburb of Aukar. , 

The Revolutionary Justiie 
Organisation described Tracy as a 
“Jewish American spy.” working 
for the U.S. Central Intelligence 


Agency and IszaeFsMossad secret 
service. But it did ndt say when or 
where he was abducted. * 

If Tracy’s reported kidnapping 
is confirmed, he will be the 
seventh American missing in 
Lebanon. 

The white-haired Tracy, who 
wrote illustrated books for 
children, has lived in Beirut for 
several years. 

He was one of less than a doren 
Americans who have stayed on in 
west Beirut since the last major 
exodus of foreigners in April. 

Tracy spoke manageable 
Arabic and frequently visited U.S. 
news agency offices in Beirut 
seeking help to market his books. 

Some times he called carrying 
copies of the Bible and die Koran 
to sell 

He was said to be a friend of* 
Yasser Arafat before the Palestine 
liberation Organisation chairman 
was ousted from Beirut in IsraeTs 
1982 invasion. 

Tracy used to hang out at 
sidewalks cafes in west Beirut’s 


Hamra commercial thoroughfare. 
But Lebanese waiters who knew 
him said they have not seen him 
for two months. 

In the white envelope that 
contained the statement of the 
Revolutionary Justice 
Organisation was a polaroid 
photograph of Tracy plus a photo 
copy of his passport 

He was listed m the passport as 
a native of Vermont, bom Nov. 
20, 1930, unmarried. The 
passport was issued SepL 3. 1981 
and was valid until Sept 2, 1986. 

The picture showed the thin, 
medium-height Tracy from the 
waist upward, wearing a dark blue 
shirt and staring at the camera. 

The hand written statement 
said: 

“hi the name of the almigh ty , 1 

"The Revolutionary Justice 
Organisation announces the arrest 
of Jewish American spy called 
Edward Austin Tracy after he was 
definitely proven to be: 

“A-Feeding fee Mossad and fee . 
CIA wife information. 

“B- Spying for the CIA. 

■The Revolutionary Justice 
Organisation.” 

Tracy is fee second kidnapped 
American to be claimed by fee 
Revolutionary Justice 
Organisation, which is believed 
made up of Shi’ite Muslim 


extremists loyal to Iran. 

The first was Joseph James 
Cicippio , 56 . He was abducted last 
Sept 12 from fee campus of the 
American University of Beirut, 
where he worked as a comptroller 
wife fee finance department. 

There were other responsibility 
claims for Cktippio's abduction, 
including one from an unknown 
group that called itself the 
Resurrection Cells and the 
pro-Libyan Arab Revolutionary 
CeDs-Omax Moukhtar Forces. 

But only the Revolutionary 
Justice Organisation did support 
its abduction claim on Sept. 24 
with a photograph of Cicippio in 
captivity. The picture was 
authenticated by Cicippio' s 
Lebanese wife and his AUB 
acquaintances. 

The Revolutionary Justice 
Organisation i had al& accused 
Cknppio of espionage. But it made 
no demands for fee release of any 
of fee two Americans. 


The group also calirre to be 
holding three French hostages. 
They include two crew members 
of France’s Antenne-2 television 
station, soundman Aurel 
Cornea, 54, and lighting engineer 
Jean -Lou is Normandin, 34. They 
were kidnapped last March 8. 


Sudan war reaches stalemate as 
millions face starvation in south

NAIROBI, Kenya — In the 
scrubby wastelands of southern 
Sudan, a 3-year-old civil war has 
ground to a stalemate in which the 
most frequent casualty is a victim 
of starvation. 

. The vast southern region that is 
the battlefield was described a 
century ago by British traveller 
Edward Grogan as a 
’■God-foresaken, dry-sucked, 
fly-blown wilderness ... a howling 
waste of weed, mosquitoes, flies 
and fever." 

Some experts believe that 
beneath the harsh terrain is a 
wealth of oil, but the fighting has 
blocked exploration. It also has 
disrupted relief supplies, leaving 2 
million to 3 million southern 
Sudanese facing starvation, 
according to the United Nations. 

Outsiders — from Libyan 
leader Muammar Qadhafi to the 
Greek Catholic Vicar of 
Jerusalem. Hharion Capuci — 
have offered to mediate an end to 
the war. 

But it see ms unlikely either side 
will agree to mediation, especially 
since a futile round of peace talks 
between Prime Minister Sadiq A1 
Mahdi and rebel leader John 
Garang three months ago in Addis 
Ababa, the Ethiopian capital. 

Col. Garang talks of another 
generation continuing the fight he 
started. 

“Our aims are to create a new 
Sudan," he said. "This new Sudan 


may not be during our lifetime." 

The conflict has placed two of 
Africa's most potent military 
powers — Libya and Ethiopia — 
on opposite sides, but the vastness 
and conditions of the south have 
negated aid. 

“To defeat the Sudan People’s 
Liberation Army (SPLA) 
militarily, you would need to 
bomb every tree here, because the 
SPLA is under every tree here,” 
boasts Col. Garang. 

The U.S. -educated rebel 
co mman der also boasts feat his 
20,000-man array controls 99 per 
cent of the countryside — an area 
the size of the U.S. state of Texas. 
But it is mostly desolate areas 
which fee government no longer 
contests, and fee rebels .have 
failed to take any major towns. 

Mr. Mahdi says the SPLA 
“represents no military threat,” 
calls its leader a puppet 
manipulated by unidentified 
outside powers and accuses its 
fighters of terrorism. 

“Were it not for foreign 
intervention, it would have been 
easy to solve that problem,” he 
says, speaking obliquely of 
Ethiopia, which backs the SPLA 
in retaliation for Khartoum’s 
purported support for 
anti-government movements in 
northern Ethiopia. 

Mr. Mahdi, who in -April 
formed Sudan's first civilian 
government in 17 years, has had 
no better luck wife “fee southern 
problem” than President Jaffa* 
Numeiri, whose policies touched 


off the rebellion in 1983, or fee 
generals who overthrew Numeiri 
on April 6, 1985. 

L»ya, which supported fee 
rebels against Numeiri, now sends 
Tupelov-22 bombers to attack fee 
rebels. It has not helped besieged 
government garrisons in a dozen 
southern towns. 

In recent months, the rebels 
also have shot: down a civilian 
aircraft JriUmg 60 people, an act 
that brought them no military 
advantage and much 
condemnation. 

Col. Garang was a lieutenant 
colonel in the Sudanese army 
when Numeiri sent him south in 
1983 to pacify the southerners. 
Instead, he wound unjoining fee 
rebellion. He brought two 
battalions with him to form, fee 
core of fee SPLA. 

He said army defections will 
continue to feed fee rebellion. 

“I told Sadiq Ali Mahdi tn 
Addis Ababa that if he wanted a 
military victbzy over fee SPLA he 
needed a minimum of 600,000 
-new recruits," Col. Garang said. 
"In this 600,000 we have a share, 
at least one-third. 

“He will train them, be will aim 
them and send them to fight and at 
least 200,000 of this 600,000 will 
come to us. It has been going on, it 
will continue to go on.” 

Adds Col. Garang: “War is 
better than a bad peace.” 

Since its independence from 
Britain and Egypt in 1956, Sudan 
has had two civil wars — together 
lasting 20 years — and 10 years of 
“bad peace.” 


U.K. to cut 
diplomatic 
staff in 
Lebanon 
by half 

BEIRUT (R) — Britain is pulling 
out half its diplomatic staff from 
Lebanon in a move finked to fee 
trial in London of an Arab accused 
of plotting to blow up an Israeli 
airliner, diplomatic sources said 
Tuesday. 

They said three of six diplomats 
now in Beirut would be withdrawn 
later Tuesday and Wednesday 
together wife their wives as a 
temporary security precaution. 

Ambassador John Gray is 
currently in Britian and fee 
sources said it was not dear 
whether he would return to 
Beirut. "It depends what 
happens,” one of fee sources said. 

An embassy spokesman, asked 
for comment, said queries should 
be directed to fee Foreign Office 
in London. 

The decision to reduce staff was 
made at ministerial level, fee 
sources said, and was linked to the 
trial of 32-year-old Nezar 
Hindawi. 

British diplomats five and work 
in Christian east Beirut, but make 
frequent trips under heavy guard 
to their embassy offices in the 
mainly Muslim western sector 
where Syrian commandos and 
security men are deployed. 


Wreckage 
of Israeli 
jet fetches 
high price 

SIDON, Lebanon (R) — TOe 
downing of an Israeli Phantom jet 
in South Lebanon came as a 
bonanza for scores of 
impoverished Palestinian children 
who are now selling bits of the 
wreckage to buy soft drinks or 
school books. 

Within hours of the F-4 
Phantom crashing in flames last 
Thursday, small boys from a 
nearby refugee camp were picking 
through twisted remains scattered 
over a wide area. 

As Palestinian guerrillas 
rejected an Israeli statement that 
fee plane crashed because of a 
technical fault and credited their 
men wife shooting it down, 
children took advantage of a rare 
opportunity to get some money. 

They are selling one 
kilogramme of wreckage for 20 
Lebanese pounds (40 U.S. cents) 
in Miyeh refugee camp. The 
26,000 kilog ramm e jet — valued 
at about 58 million new — could 
be worth as much as SI 0.000 in 
scrap metal. 

Nine-year-old Mujahed was. 
however, disappointed wife his 
haul. It was heavy and he had to 
walk two hours over rough ground 
to find it. 

“The bit I got today was very 
small and the price wasn't enough 
for a Coke." he said with a grin. 
He added that his friends were 
saving the money they got from 
scrap dealers to buy school books. 

Scrap metal dealer Abu Ali, 23. 
said he had bought one tonne of 
assorted aircraft wreckage from 
the children so far. "I buy one 
kilogramme for 20 pounds and sell 
at 21 pounds," he said. 

He said al uminium from the 
Phantom would be turned into 
household appliances and kitchen 
utensils wnich Palestinian 
refugees might find useful in their 
makeshift homes. 

But fee children's sales pitch 
apparently proves too much for 
some scrap metal merchants. 

“The was a bad deal," said 
dealer Hussein Khalil Taha. “I 
lost 6,000 pounds (S125) in 24 
hours. Assuming the parts were 
made of pure aluminium. I 
bought them for 18 pounds (38 
cents) a kilogramme. When I 
discovered it was not, I sold fee 
wreckage again for only 13 
pounds (25 cents)." 

There was no word on the fate 
of fee aircraft's sophisticated 
weapons control system, radar, 
radio and electronic 
countermeasures equipment. The 
Phantom was the first Israeli 
aircraft lost in Lebanon since 
Syrian jets downed a 
reconnaissance plane in 1983. 

A Palestinian who identified 
himself as a field commander of 
fee radical Abu Nidal group said 
Monday his comrades had seized 
fee flight recorder and would 
publish fee details to show fee 
plane had been shot down. 

Israeli Air Force Commander 
Genera] Amos Lapidot said last 
Sunday fee plane crashed because 
one of its bombs blew up on board 
in. a t e chn ic al i mishap. 


Iranian attack steps up pressure 
to protect neutral shipping to Golf- 


BAHRAIN (R) — Iran's gunboat 
attack on a tanker in fee strategic 
Strait of Hormuz has increased 
pressure for more military 
protection for neutral shipping 
entering war zones in fee Gulf, 
regional shipping sources said 
Tuesday. 

The attack, which killed at least 
10 seamen, was the first in fee 
strait at the entrance to fee Gulf 
and is expected to trigger fresh 
calls for convoys guarded by U.S.' 
and allied warships, they said. 

Some 50 vessels a day pass 
through the 24-mile-wide strait 
which separates Iran and Oman. 
Most are tankers, which carry 
about one sixth of the 
non-Communist World's oil 
imports, and they stick to 
deepwater channels in Omani 
territorial limits. 

An Iranian gunboat shadowed 
the Panamanian-registered Five 
Brooks into the strait last 
Thursday and then fired a missile 
into the accommodation quarters 
in fee dark of night. 

Some sources said Iran 
appeared to be following a 
deliberate "shoot to kill" policy as 
it extended fee tanker war fee full 
length of fee Gulf. 

Iran has repeatedly threatened 
to seal the strait if its oil exports 
are severely disrupted and the 
.attack on the Five Brooks 
followed increased Iraqi air raids 
chi Tehran's oil installations in fee 
Gulf. 

The sources said Iran was 
unable to block fee strait by 
conventional mining methods 
because the channels were too 
deep and that, anyway, a major 
show of force in the channels 
might be construed as an act of 
war against Oman. 

The tanker war has claimed 70 
vessels this year, compared wife 
46 for all of 1985, and more than 
50 lives. Tanker crews, paid 
danger money, have dubbed the 
Gulf "missile alley." 

Gulf Arab states, which 
generally support Iraq in fee 
six-year-old Gulf war and rely on 



the waterway for vital imports as 
well as their bulk of their oil 
exports, have expressed concern 
at the shipping attacks. 

The sources said shipping 
operators were closely watching 
developments in fee strait where 
British, French and VS. warships 
were believed to have intensified 
their vigilance. 

Officially, these vessels, as weU 
as Soviet warships sometimes 
sighted in the Gulf, monitor 
movements of their national 
flag-carriers. 

But the sources said the U.S. 
navy recently sent up a helicopter 
to chase off an Iranian helicopter 
preparing to attack a vessel. 

“There is a feeling feat there 
has to be some move to deter 
further such attacks.” said one 
source. . 

The Five Brooks attack would 
prompt ship operators to renew 
calls for vessels to travel in 
convoy, protected by warships, in 
fee southern Gulf and the strait, 
the sources said. 

They added that further Iranian 
attacks could bring pressure to 
close the strait temporarily. 

Oman, wife its role as guftrrtijm 
of fee strait, patrols- the Hormuz 
area regularly, mainly with 
British-built fast attack craft, 


aimed wife French-made Exocet 
missiles. 

The O.S. navy has at least five 
warships inside fee Golf and a 
carrier-led battle group of some 
14 vessels in fee north Arabian 
Sea. Britain aodTFrance each have 
two or three warships in fee area. 

Diplomats in the region noted 
feat Iran’s attack on tire Five 
Brooks came less than three 
weeks before fee annual GCC 
summit meeting, which test year 
issued a conciliatory statement 
towards Iran.

Hindawi trial judge rebukes counsel 


LONDON (R) - A judge on 
Tuesday rebuked the defence 
counsel for an Arab accused of 
trying to bomb an Israeli airliner 
for suggesting to the jury that a 
Middle East war could erupt as a 
result of their verdict. 

"Don’t be frightened off from 
doing your duty by doom-laden 
statements of knock-on effects,” 
the judge. Sir William 
Mars-Jones, told the jury as he 
began summing up the case 
against Nezar Hindawi 

Defence attorney Gilbert Gray 
told the jury on Monday that 
"another nation may take 
retribution” if they convicted 
Hindawi, who pleads not guilty to 
attempting to destroy fee El A1 
Boeing 747 on behalf of Syrian 
intelligence agents last April. 

Concluding his arguments on 
Tuesday, Mr. Gray raid: “If war 
starts the day after tomorrow, if s 
not your fault." 

Judge Mars-Jones expressed 
surprise that Mr. Gray had 


suggested armed conflict could 
break out following the verdict. It 
is a suggestion which should never 
have been made” he added. He 
told the jury their decision would 
not alter the attitude of foreign 
powers or Britain. “Keep your 
cool,” he said. 

The prosecution says Hindawi, 
facing life in prison if convicted, 
tried to dupe his pregnant Irish 
fiancee into taking explosives 
onto fee {feme. 

Police allege that Hindawi 
confessed that he was given the 
bomb, precise instructions, 
luggage for his fiancee, a Syrian 
passport and $12,000 by Syrian 
air force intelligence officer 
Haithem Said. 

In j court,, Hindawi denied 
having made the confession, 
saying he was a drug sm ugg ler and 
thoug ht tire bag he packed for bis 
gulfriend contained cocaine and 
hashish. He said he had been 
framed' by Israeli intelligence 


police 


agents and . that British 
fabricated fee confession. 

Explosives experts say the 
bon*, discovered by a security 
agent as the girf was about to 
board the plane, would have kilted 
her and the 374 other people due 
to take the flight had it gone off. 

The jury on Tuesday convicted 
Hmdawi of two other counts of 
illegal possession of a handgun 
ana a m munition after he changed 
Ihis plea and admitted these 
crimes. 

Hindawi, 32, told the court he 
met fee Syrian ambassador to 
London and was given refuge by 
Syrian embassy staff after an El A1 
security agent found the bomb in 
the gnr s luggage. 

Prosecutor Rov Amlot has said 
Hindawi was guilty of “one of the 
most callous acts of all time” and 
called his testimony about being a 
drug smuggler nonsense. 

Mr, Gray said his client was a 
pawn in an Israeli plot to defame 
Syria.

AMMAN (Petra) — The Ministry of Agriculture says that it has 
emb arked on arrangements to implement its new afforestation 
programme for the current season.

New ministerial committee 
studies papers on unemployment 


AMMAN (J.T.) — A ministerial 
committee entrusted with 
discussing means of h andling 
unemployment in Jordan held its 
first session ar the Prime Ministry 
on Tuesday under the 
chairmanship of Deputy Prime 
Minister Abdul Wafaab AI Majali 
to review working papers on the 
unemployment situation. 

The working papers, submitted 
by tile Ministry of Labour and 
Social Development, the Civil 
Service Commission and the 
University of Jordan, detailed the 
current employment conditions in 
the Kingdom and gave statistics on 
the number of job applications 
submitted to the Civil Service 
Commission, the Jordan News 
Agency, Petra, reported. 

The committee members made 
a comprehensive review of the 
labour market in Jordan and 
heard proposals for dealing with 
the unemployment problem in the 
Light of reports and information 
about the situation, according to a 
statement issued after the 
meeting. The statement said that 


the working papers also proposed 
solutions for the unemployment 
problem. 

The statement also said that the 
committee decided to hold 
another meeting on Monday to 
pursue discussions on the situation 
and to work out a plan erf action. 

Sab-committees 

According to the statement, the 
committee is expected to set up 
sub-committees to conduct 
detailed studies cm various aspects 
pertaining to the unemployment 
situation and measures which 
could be taken- to deal with the 
problem. 

The government derided on the 
formation of the ministerial - 
committee on Oct. 2 and a 
statement issued by Prime 
Minister Zaid Rifai said that its 
members will look into prospects 
for absorbing unemployed people 
— including engineers, physicians 
and other skilled graduates of 
schools, community colleges and 


universities. 

The statement said the 
committee would work out a 
national plan for offering t rainin g 
to graduates and help absorb the 
largest possible number of them in 
private and public businesses. 

The committee comprises 
Mmister of Labour and Social 
Development Khaled AI Haj 
Hassan, Minister of Education 
Thouqan Hindawi, Minister of 
Public Works Mahmoud AI 
Hawamdeh, Finance Minister 
Hanna Odeh, Mmister of Higher 
Education Nassereddin AI Assad, 
Health Minis ter Zaid Hamzeh, 
Minister of Planning Taher 
Kana’an, the presidents of the 
four Jordanian universities, the 
directors of the Civil Service 
Commission, the Institute of 
Public Administration and an 
advisor at the Prime Ministry. 

Statistical figures issued last 
year revealed that 20,000 
unemployed people had 
submitted applications for jobs to 
the Civil Service Commission. 


Working session reviews French, 
Australian techniques in grain storage

AMMAN — Participants in a 
symposium on the- strategic 
storage of cereals in the Arab 
World continued their 
deliberations on Tuesday and 
focused on French and Australian 
technology employed in running 
grain silos and storage facilities. 

The three-day conference, 
which, is organised by the Ministry 
of Supply in cooperation with the 
Arab Union for Foodstuff 
Industries (AUFI), opened here 
on Monday to discuss various 
issues related to the production 
and storage erf cereals in the Arab 
World. As part of its discussions, 
the conference will review 
cooperation among world nations 
in food industries and fodder 
processing as well as means of 
devising an early alarm system for 
Arab food shortages, which might 
result from natural calamities or 
world price fluctuations. 

The symposium is being held to 
try and reverse the alarming rate 
at which the Arab countries’ gap 
between food production ana 
consumption is rising. According 
to official figures, the Arab World 
is spending S25 billion each year 
on food imports and total Arab 
imports of cereals forms one fifth 
of the total international market 
trade. 

The conference is being 
attended by seven Arab and seven 
foreign countries and is baring its 
remarks on actual experiments 
and on the latest techniques 
developed by participant 
countries in areas related to cereal 
storage, shipping, handling, 
harvesting and buuoing silos. 

Tuesday's working session was 
chaired by Under Secretary at the 
Ministry erf Planning Ziad Fariz 
and was dedicated to the 
discussion of French and 
Australian experiments and 
technologies in building silos, 
cereal storage and harvesting. 

The first paper said that French 
silo constructors have developed a 
whole range of technical solutions 
to meet varying grain storage 
requirements. The paper added 
that research is currently befog 
carried out on the safety of silos in 


areas related to with regard to 
explosions, construction quality, 
means of reducing construction 
costs, product, conservation, 
development of handling 
equipment to facilitate batch 
classification and automating 
storage facility operation. 

The Australian experience 

The second working paper 
presented at the seminar reviewed 
Australian technology in grain 
storage, handling cereals and pest 
control. The paper said that the 
storage, Handling and marketing 
system for wheat in Australia 
differs from most other systems in 
the world in that most marketable 
grain is delivered immediately 
after harvesting to storage 
facilities operated by qsye 
handHng authorities. The- paper 
noted mat very litde grain was 
stored on farms and that growers 
were receiving a substantial 
percentage of the price of their 
grain as soon as it is delivered to 
the central storage system. 

This centralised storage system, 
the paper added, allows the ready 
application of national standards 
for the receival and classification 
of wheat, economies of scale with 
storage construction and a more 
effective pest control 
management 

“ Australia has developed an 
international reputation for 
providing dean, white wheat of 
low moisture content and in an 
insect free condition: a reputation 
which has been assisted by its 
centralised approach to storage 
and handling,” the paper said. 

The paper detailed the types of 
storage and Handling system of 
wheat as well as outloading. A 
large section of the paper was 
dedicated to Australia’s 
experience in pest control. 

Second session 

During Tuesday’s second 
session, which was chaired by 
Ministry of Agriculture Under 
Secretary Salem AI Lawzi, three 

the^^fab^Vbrid, Arab standards 
for cereals, and chemical and 
physical changes which occur in 


stored grams were discussed. 

A Jordanian working paper, 
submitted to the conference by 
- Dr.- Mohammad Zaitoun from the . 
Ministry of Supply,, called for 
setting up a higher Arab 
committee for strategic storage of 
cereal supplies to work under the 
patronage of the Arab League or 
the Council of Arab Economic 
Unity (CAEU). Dr. Zaitoun 
suggested that the same council be 
responsible for creatfog an Arab 
wheat council and alarm systems 
to detect any shortage in these 
supplies. 

The latter recommendation was 
earlier raised by His Royal 
Highness Crown Prince Hassan in 
his inaugural speech to the 41st 
meeting of the CAEU, which was 
held in Amman during August 

On Thesday afternoon, the 
participants toured the Jwaideh 
department for supplies and 
inspected the Ministry of Supply’s 
wheat silo, the mill, the 
mechanical oven and the 
refrigerators used for storing 
cereals. After being briefed by the 
officials can stages of development 
at Jwaideh, tire participants said 
that Jordan has readied a high 
standard in securing food for its 
citizens. 

In another related 
development, the committee for 
the follow-up of the 
recommendations of the first 
conference on cereal production 
in the Arab World which was held 
in 1984, will hold a meeting at die 
Ministry of Supply on Thursday. 
The first meeting of foe committee 
took place m Bagdad last March. 
The committee is chaired by 
Under Secretary at the Ministry erf 
Supply Abdullah AI Hawamdeh 
and representatives from AUFI as 
well as other Arab, and 
international food federations. 

The seminar will hold its last 
meeting today to discuss working 
papers an new technologies in silo 
installati ons and harbours, ship 
loading and unloading, the 
strategy of food security in the 
Arab World, silos for grain 
storage in the Arab World, food 
security and strategic grain 
storage in the Arab World and the 
strategy of grain storage in Iraq. 


Hamzeh calls for international 
assistance in providing health 
services to Palestinian refugees 


AMMAN (J.T.) — A three-day 
meeting to evaluate health 
services provided to Palestinian 
refugees m Arab countries opened 
in Amman on Tuesday with an 
appeal by Health Minister Zaid 
Hamzeh tha&additional assistance 
be extended to the United Nations 
Relief and Works Agency 
(UNRWA) in order to promote 
services in its fields of operation. 

Dr. Hamzeh, who delivered the 
opening address to the meeting, 
criticised the level of health 
services offered to refugees in 
Jordan, Syria, Lebanon, Gaza and 
the West Bank and said that 
international efforts are needed to 
improve these services.

Toukan meets Chinese team

Iraqi association appeals for 
greater efforts to end Gulf war 


AMMAN (J.T.) — The Iraqi 
Paediatric Association has sent a 
letter to the Union of 
Middle-Eastern and 
Mediterranean Paediatric 
Societies (UMEMPS) urging 
greater efforts aimed at putting an 
end to the seven-year Iran-lraq 
war. 

The letter, addressed to the 
UMEMPS general secretariat, 
reiterated fate points included in 
an open letter from Iraqi 
President Saddam Hussein to the 
rulers of Iran. The open better 
called for preventing the 


devastating war from spilling over 
to neighbouring countries and to 
stem the suffering of innocent 
people in both countries. 

The way to peace, the letter 
read, can only be achieved 
through a full, total and 
unconditional withdrawal to' 
internationally recognised 
borders. A total and full exchange 
of prisoners of war should follow,, 
to be coupled with signing a peace 
and non-aggression agreement 
between the two countries, foe 
letter added.

conflicts as a result of foe long 
imperialist rule and strategic 
rivalry among major powers, foe 
Grown Prince said and cited the 
Arab-Israeli conflict and its 
serious consequences and 
repercussions in Lebanon, the 
six-year-old Iran-lraq war, the 
civil strife in southern Sudan and 
foe ao-going wars in the Horn of 
Africa and Eritrea as the major 
sources of danger. 

The danger that now threatens 
the security erf foe Gulf countries 
and which stems from Iran’s 
attempt to impose its hegemony 
and damnation in that region 
poses serious threats to the 
economies of countries located m 
the Fertile Crescent (Lebanon, 
Palestine, Syria and Jordan) and 
could lead to an all-out war with 
Israel with the result that all sea 
and maritime routes are blocked 
and all oil-pumping stations 
dosed, he said. 

“There is not a single country in 
this region that can feel secure and 
insulated from the developments 
and conflicts” the Crown Prince 
said, “and the dmgers of foe 
Arab-Israeli conflict, the war in 
the Gulf and the civil strife in 
Lebanon could easily spell over to 
other parts erf foe area.” 

He said Iraq’s involvement in 
the war against Iran “has brought 
about a serious breach in foe 
strategic balance in the Middle 
East area, rendering the Arab 
Orient vulnerable to Israel’s 
manoeuvres and exposed to 
further Israeli violations of 
international laws and principles 
and total disregard to all moves for 
establishing a just and durable 
peace.” 

“This situation has encouraged 
Israel to go ahead with plans to 
consolidate its hold on Palestinian 
■land, confiscating more Arab 
territory and seeking to establish! 


the so-called greater Israel,” 
Prince Hassan added. 

Prince Hassan warned of 
Israel s nuclear potential and said 
that Israel “has benefited from 
nuclear nations and continued 
cooperation with South Africa 
ana built up its nudear might.” 

Israel is now joining the United 
States in its strategic defence 
initiative (Star Wars) programme, 
which is bound to enhance foe 
Jewish state's nuclear capability. 
Prince Hassan noted. 

Therefore, he said, a nudear 
conflict in the Middle East “is not 
imposside any more and could 
break out as a direct result of 
terrorist activities, local conflicts 
:or an escalation of a conventional 
conflict that prompts a small 
nation to direct a nudear blow 
against forces it regards as. 
detrimental to its existence." 

Prince Hassan said foe future 
should witness an integration in 
the economies of foe region’s 
nations because such cooperation 
would lead to progress. 

Another speaker during 
Thursday’s debate was Dr. 
Mohammad Hamdan, president 
of Yannouk University which is 
organising the meeting in 
cooperation with the 
London -based Arab Centre for 
Strategic Studies (ACSS). Dr. 
Hamdan referred to Israel's 
threats to Arab security and its 
COnthlUOUS a t temp ts to d omina te 
the straits of the Red Sea and foe 
water ways in the region. 


ACSS Director Abdul Majid 
Farid made a speech stressing the 
importance of Babel Mandeb 
Straitfor trade and for the security 
of tiie region. Nearly 40 per cent 
of the world’s total trade passes 
through this strait. Dr. Farid 
pointed out. 

The importance of Babel 
Mandeb, free navigation in the 
Red Sea, the negative effects of 
regional conflicts on navigation in 
the region , Arab strategic security 
and economic development in foe 
Red Sea area will be among foe 
.different subjects to be taken up

The delegates axe from 
Jordan, North and South Yemen, 
Sudan, Saudi Arabia, Egypt, Iraq 
and Kuwait in addition to two 
researchers from the Soviet Union 
and foe United Kingdom.

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It’s Shamir once more 


IN his inaugural speech as prime minister, Yitzhak Shamir 
vowed to encourage Israeli settlements in the West Bank and 
Gaza. Hesaid that it was a “supreme Zionist value’’ for Jews to 
settle the “Biblical land of Israel,” which includes the occupied 
Arab territories. 

On the surface of things at least, the issue of Israeli 
settlements has been a bone of contention between the new 
Israeli prime minister mid his predecessor, Shimon Peres. Mr. 
Peres mid his Labour Party in principle oppose a significant 
increase in Israeli settlements, although under his tenure, a 
number of Israeli settlements were either inaugurated or built. 

But that is not the issue here; what is really important is the 
language Mr. Shamir is using and the thinking behind it. His 
appeal to Biblical rights to settle “the land of Israel” totally 
ignores the historical rights of the Palestinian people to their 
homeland. History shows that the Biblical claim of Jews to the 
land of Palestine comes from an intermittent inhabitation from 
1800 B.C. to their expulsion by the Romans in the second 
century A.D., including only 200 years of an actual nnfa»H 
kingdom. The Palestinian cl aims rest both on being 
descendants of the original inhabitants, the Canaanites, and on 
a continuous inhabitation as an Arab people from the 7th 
century A.D. to tfie present day. Such a contnut in historical 
claims renders arguments advanced by Israeli leaders such as 
Mr. Shamir totally inaccurate and absurd. 

By taking such a stand, and veiling it in a cloak of Biblical 
legitimacy, die new-old Israeli prime minister is signalling that 
he is determmed to take a hardline against the Palestinians and 
their national rights and against any hope for a peaceful 
settlement in the region. 

What is worse, Mr. S hamir in the same speech had the 
audacity to call on Jordan to come to the negotiating table. He 
said: “Our government will continue indefatigably to create 
conditions that will enable Israel and Jordan to live in peace 
alongside each other.” But, how can Jordan take such 
statements seriously when, in practically the same breath, be 
calls on Jews to settle the “Biblical land of Israel,” which 
includes the West Bank and Gaza? 

Judging by Mr. Shamir’s track record, his speech does not 
appear to be mere rhetoric, and it is highly likely that he wili try 
his best to increase and expand Jewish settlements in the 
occupied territories. 

By so doing, Mr. Shg-.ilr will not only make it much more 
difficult to reach a peace settlement with the Arabs. He is also 
providing the recipe for the continuation of the cycle of 
bloodshed and violence in the Middle East.

Al Ra’i: Summit is an urgent need 


ARAB foreign ministers who agreed to issue a call for convening a 
summit said in a published statement in Tuns that they were hopeful 
for an end to differences among Arab states and restoration of Arab 
solidarity. The statement emphasised the importance of the 
resolutions issued by the Arab summit in Fez and said that another 
summit was required to deal with the current affairs and to enlist 
support from world nations for the convening of an international 
conference that could bring peace to the Middle East. An Arab 
summit is also required to find a solution for the Lebanese crisis and 
the Gulf war. The foreign ministers' statement brought back some 
optimism to the Arab masses who are apprehensive of the serious 
challenges and dangers confronting them and their future under the 
prevailing weak Arab situation. An Arab summit is badly needed to 
mobilise the efforts of the Arab masses and to chart a joint policy for 
the Arab Nation in its struggle against the common enemy. The Arab 
League secretary general and the Algerian foreign minister have 
both been entrusted with holding contacts with Arab leaders to pave 
the wav for the summit; and we sincerely wish them success in their 


mission. 


Al Dustour: A highly positive visit 


PRIME Minister Zaid Rifaf s visit to Kuwait was successful and lived 
up to expectations. The visit resulted in the conclusion of a trade, 
technical and economic agreement which will benefit the two 
countries and pave the way for further cooperation on all levels. The 
talks between Mr. Rifai and Kuwaiti government leaders reflected 
the concern of the two countries over issues such as the Gulf war. the 
Middle East problem and the situation in Lebanon. Oa Palestine, the 
two sides expressed their total support for the steadfastness of the 
Palestinian people in their homeland and renewed a call for the 
convening of an international conference to bring about peace to the 
Middle East. The joint press statement, which summed up the talks 
of the two sides, called for stepped up efforts to end the Gulf war and 
to find a solution for the on going civil strife in Lebanon. They 
appreciated Iraq's positive stand and appealed for more serious 
endeavours to end the current conflict in the Gulf region. The two 
sides voiced total backing for initiatives to end the civil war in 
Lebanon and reconcile the waning factions in that country. 


Sawt Al Shaab : Towards Arab solidarity 


PRIME Minister Zaid Rifaf s visit to Kuwait has resulted in an 
agreement cm bilateral cooperation in technical, trade and economic 
affaire. The agreement reflected the two countries' determination to 
forge ahead in close coordination and cooperation for the 
achievement of further progress. But the talks in Kuwait also 
reflected the two countries’ concern over Arab issues. On the Middle 
East, the two sides expressed their total backing for the steadfastness 
of the Palestinian people in their homeland and called for an 
international conference to achieve a durable peace, stressing the 
need for the participation of all concerned parties, including the 
FLO, which is the sole legitimate representative of the Palestinian 
people. In their joint press statement that followed Mr. Rifaf 5 visit, 
Kuwait and Jordan also voiced backing for all efforts designed to end 
the Gulf conflict that has sapped Arab precious resources. Kuwait 
and Jordan also voiced concern over the situation in Lebanon, and 
said they support all initiatives for ending the civil war -in that 
country. Jordan's contacts with other Arab countries have never 
.stopped; -and Mr. Rifaf s visit to Kuwait is part of those contacts 
designed to bring about solidarity among Arab states and a 
strengthening of Arab position . 


The IMF, World Bank and politics 


THE gnmifll meetings of the IMF and the World Bank have always 
provided bankers, economists and politicians around die world with 
rich food for though t,and this year has been no exception. Butfor the 
rest of the population, the doings of these two.bodies are often seen 
as boring and incomprehensible, though the layman has a feeling that 
they may be very important. So what are these organisations and why 
are they so often in the headlines? 

The IMF and the World Bank are fraternal twins bom over forty 
years ago in Bretton Woods. New Hamphshire. The bank was 
formed to provide long-term loans for post World War n 
reconstruction, and later for economic and social development. The 
Fund has been more concerned with short-term credit to tide 
countries over times of temporary financial crisis. Both are powerful 
organisations more or less controlled by the rich capitalist states of 
the Northern Hemisphere. 

Hie Bank is supposed to use its resources to lend to countries 
whose projects seem sound but who cannot get commercial loans 
except at high interest rates. The Bank can also float bonds and use 
the proceeds to make loans, and such bonds have been successfully 
floated in, among other {daces, Japan, Switzerland and the United 
States. Further, the Bank can insure loans for a small premium, thus 
allowing private sector and other financial organisations to lend with 
confidence. 

The World Bank has stepped up its activities since the late 6 (T s and 
early 70’s, with an increasing proportion of its financing going 
through die International Development Agency, set up to make 
"soft loans” (i-e. loans on extremely easy terms), as well as through 
the International Finance Corporation, established to make loans to 
development banks for financing private investment projects. 

Today, the Bank professes a special interest in the

"least-developed countries," the poorest of the poor. 

Nobody can deny the World Bank's role in promoting the 
well-being of many in the developing states but it would be foolish to 
imagin e that this help has come from the Bank's paymasters with no 
conditions attached. 

The United States is the Work! Bank's largest subscriber, and can 
and does directly and indirectly deckle who gets loans and for how 
much . It is thus unlik ely fora government hostile to the Americans to 
obtain more than token help, while pro- Western nations (or 
“neutrals" who are strategically im p ortant and have to be pampered) 
find themselves obtaining massive loans. This is not to discredit the 
Bank’s directors and staff who are drawn from the developing 
countries as well as the rich ones, and who have earned a deserved 
reputation for professionalism at a very high level. Nevertheless, 
their woik is deaiiy subordinated to political factors outside their 

controL 

The IMF is in a similar position, and anybody who doubts this 
should listen to what the American administration has been saying 
concerning an increase in IMF resources to aid poorer countries. 
Developing states have fallen back on die IMF in recent years to tide 
them over their debt crises. Because of the seriousness of their 
problems, they still want access to the IMF and other financing, but 
the Ame ricans are opposed to an expansion of the IMF's role. They 
suggest the matter be discussed at the regularly scheduled meeting of 
the IMF's policymaking board. 

The developing countries on the other hand want discussions to 
take place outside this context because of control exercised by the 
industrialised states in general and die United States in particular 
over the Fund. 

The IMF has done a reasonable job in helping solve some

The murky past ofthe new Israeli prime minister

ONE of the consequences of the 
polarisation of Israel’s Jewish 
society into two more or less equal 
halves which are steadily drifting 
a more historical research, 
quite often of excellent quality. 
However the use of the past to 
explain or to justify the present 
can be ambiguous, since it 
depends on one's principles: what 
it solemnly held up by oue part of 
the society as praiseworthy and 
heroic is seen as an abomination 
by the other. 


Oct. 20, was one of the most 
important Lehi leaders after 
Avrabam Stem was killed by a 
British policeman on February 12. 
1942. The debate arose again 
after the publication of an 
adulatory biography of Stem 
which, because it is so full of 
admiration, can afford to give the 
true facts of the rise of Lehi. 


addressing warm messages to 
Hitler himself. Some of those 
messages became known through 
Nazi sources, bur these reports 
are now not only confirmed but 
enlarged by hard evidence coming 
from Lehi circles. 


A very good example of these 
divergent attitudes is the renewed 
debate about the first period of the 
terror organisation Lehi (acronym 
in Hebrew for “fighters for Israefs 
freedom” ), better known in 
English as the Stern Gang after its 
founder Avraham Stem. The. 
debate has great political 
significance since Yitzhak Shamir, 
who has bad one spell as prime 
minister and began another on 


Lehi and its founders split from 
the revisionist movement and 
defied the authority of its leader 
Jabotinsky, primarily because of a 
deep difference in attitude 
towards Britain and Germany at 
the outbreak of the Second World 
War. Whilst Jabotinsky (and his 
successors) remained basically on 
the side of Britain (when Britain 
was hard-pressed by Nazi 
Germany and its allies they not 
only suspended all hostile 
activities but actually volunteered 
to help the British forces). 
Avraham Stern and Lehi 
determined to fight the British and 
to seek an alliance with the Nazis. 


Avraham Stern not only 
proposed to the Nazis that he act 
for them against his own people 
but actually hoped in 1940-41 to 
mobilise a Jewish force to fight in 
North Africa with the Nazis 
against the British array. After the 
Nazi victory, which he expected 
and hoped for. and the Nazi 
conquest of Palestine, he wanted 
to form a "quisling Jewish 
government" of Palestine. As the 
second act of h is plan . he expected 
this pro -Nazi Jewish force, 
together with a Jewish 
underground, to rebel against the 
Nazis once the conquest of 
Palestine was assured. However, 
the Jewish state founded by this 
means was to be in a close alliance 
with "the new Germany,’’ with an 


agreement co expel all the Jews 
from Europe and all Arabs from 
the area between the Nile and the 
Euphrates. Regretfully, there is 
no information on the interesting 
point whether Stern also expected 
the Nazis to be favourable to h& 
plan to build a third temple in 
place of the Muslim mosques 
which were to be destroyed. 

One has to remember that all 
these plans (and the terrorist 
activities which followed) began 
in the winter of 1940-41 when 
Britain was completely alone in 
the fight against the Nazis and in 
1941 when the Nazis conquered 
Yugoslavia and Greece and 
invaded the USSR. David 
Rubinstein, the well known 
Hebrew journalist, comments that 
the men of Lehi rejoiced at each 
Nazi victory and each British 
defeat, although the great 
majority of the Jewish community 
in Palestine had opposite feelings. 
Even some of Stem’s closest 
friends and members of Lehfs 
high command left in the autumn 



Machel — guerrilla turned president 


MAPUTO (R) — Mozambican 
President Satnora Machel. killed 
in a plane crash Sunday night, led 
his country to independence from 
Portugal in 1975 after a 10-year 
guerrilla war but he struggled 
thereafter to right a ravaged 
economy amid escalating internal 
strife. 

A fiery, charismatic figure, 
invariably dressed in combat 
fatigues, Machel. who was 53, 
remained popular despite 
Mozambique's enormous 
porblems and had no rival as head 
of state. 


He was a leading member of the 
frontline states, a group of 
black-ruled southern African 
countries which has spearheaded a 
campaign for majority rule in 
neighbouring South Africa and an 
end to apartheid (racial 
segregation) there. 

But in 1984. he surprised many 
by signing a non-aggression pact 
with die white-led republic, which 
he had for years accused of aiding 
rightist rebels seeking to 
overthrow* his Marxist- 
Leninist Frelimo party. 

Under the pact, he expelled 
Hundreds of trained cadres of the 
African National Congress 
(ANC), die main black guerrilla 
organisation fighting white rule in 
South Africa. 


drought led him to steer his 
country towards closer ties with 
the West. 

He demonstrated bis 
willingness to receive aid from 
East and West alike with his first 
official visit to the United States in 
late 1985. 

Diplomats and politicians in 
southern Africa often marvelled 
at his ability to survive apparently 
unchallenged as bead of state 
despite tire huge problems racking 
his young country. 

They attributed much of his 
success to an ability to establish a 
rapport with ordinary 
Mozambicans and to identify with 
their problems, often siding with 
the people in complaints over the 
shortcomings of his own ministers. 

Samora Moises Machel was 
bom in a village in Mozambique's 
southern Gaza province on Sept. 
29, 1933 to a family of subsistence 
farmers whose poverty forced him 
to -cut short his secondary school 
education. 


the Caetano dictatorship was 
overthrown in April 1974. The 
new president. General Antonio 
de Spinola, agreed to the 
unconditional right of Lisbon's 
colonies to independence and a 
swift agreement with Frelimo led 
to full statehood for Mozambique 
in June 1975. From 1975, 
Machel’ s government backed 
guerrillas fighting to end white 
rule in neighbouring Rhodesia. 

Four years of Rhodesian 
attacks, particularly against roads 
and railways, caused hundreds of 
million of dollars worth of damage 
from which Mozambique has still 
not recovered. 


It was a desperate act, but one 
that failed to halt Mozambique’s 
worsening economic and military 
crisis. Evidence later emerged that 
Pretoria was still aiding the rebels. 

Machel's political style 
combined standard Marxist 
ideology and his own pragmatism. 
While he pursued socialist 
economic policies with 
widespread nationalisation of key 
areas, many businesses were 
allowed to remain in private 
hands; ^ 

He enjoyed close ties with 'both 
the Soviet Union and China but 
his search for capital to boost 
Mozambique’s faltering economy 
and combat the effects of a severe 


He went to Lourenco Marques, 
as Maputo was then known, whfcre 
he became a medical assistant. At 
the hospital he became familiar 
with a colonial system that 
provided 100 doctors foT the 
entire country of nine million 
people, with 70 of those practising 
in European areas. 

In 1961 he met Eduardo 
Mondlane, who formed Frelimo in 
neighbouring Tanzania in 1962. 

Machel joined Mondlane in 
1963 and was sent to Algeria for 
guerrilla training before forming 
Fretimo’s first military camp in 
Tanzania. He became commander 
ofFrefimo’s armed forces in 1968, 
by which time it ran large areas of 
Mozambique. 


After Mondlane was 
assassinated in 1969, a three-man 
presidential council, including 
Machel, was formed to run 
Frelimo. In June 1970, Machel 
became sole leader. 

The war was then running 
strongly against Portugal, where 


After Rhodesia became 
independent Zimbabwe in 1 980, a 
right-wing rebel grouf), the 
Mozambique National Resistance 
(MNR), took up where the 
Rhodesian forces left off with a 
sabotage campaign against 
economic and strategic targets, 
vehicles and villagers. 

As the MNR attacks bit harder, 
causing havoc throughout the 
country and leaving the economy 
in ruins, Machel was forced to 
seek closer ties with the West, to 
strike a deal with South Africa, 
and to rethink economic policies. 

Machel’s brand of pragmatic 
African socialism, which included 
ties with both the Soviet Union 
and China, changed complexion 
from 1983 as Mozambique 
improved its ties with the United 
States, joined the Work! Bank and 
the International Monetary Fund 
and sought Western capitaL 

A dire lack of African 
entrepreneurs prompted Mm to 
call on Mozambicans who had fled 
to South Africa to return home 
and invest their savings in 
capitalist enterprises. 

His non-aggression pact with 
Pretoria, the Nkomati accord, 
astonished much of Africa. In the 
■accord, signed in March 1984, 
each side pledged not to support 
rebels opposed to the other. 

But MNR activity inside 


Mozambique widened. In 
September 1985. Frelimo forces 
captured documents at an MNR 
base which showed Pretoria had 
continued to supply and advise the 
rebels long after the treaty was 
signed. 

During 1984 and 1985, MNR 
attacks spread to the industrial 
suburbs of the capital, Maputo. 
Power lines were destroyed, buses 
attacked, factories blown up and 
traffic disrupted. 

The Nkomati accord put a stop 
to overt South African attacks on 
Mozambican targets. The mbst 
serious incident was in May 1983, 
when South African planes 
bombed Maputo in "re taliatin g” 
for a car bomb attack in Pretoria. 
The raid killed 41 ANC guerrillas, 
17 Mozambican troops and six 
civilians. 

In m id- 1 98 5 , Moza rabican 
forces went on the offensive with 
Zimbabwean troops, stationed in 
Mozambique to guard an ofl 
pipeline and other installations 
vital to Zimbabwe’s economy. 

The switch by the crack 
Zimbabwean forces, after three 
years in a defensive role, led to the' 
capture in August of the MNR 
“Casa Banana" headquarters in 
Gorongosa. 

Hopes in Maputo that the MNR.- 
could be defeated militarily were 
short-Hved and the MNR retook 
the base in February 1986. 

Mozambican and Zimbabwean 
forces recaptured it but the rebels 
maintained pressure, wa rnin g of 
an October offensive. 

South Africa dealt a further 
blow this month when it 
announced the eventual expulsion 
of thousands of Mozambican 
workers who send home their 
wages providing Mozambique 
with about a third of its dollar

of 1941 . But Yitzhak Shamir, then 
known as Yitzhak Yezemicky, 
was invited to participate in the 
meetings of Lehrs high co mm a n d 
headed by Stem, presumably 
because he shared Stern's 
sympathy for Nazi Germany 
which was the organisation’s mam 
political line. Shamir was arrested 
and imprisoned, and while be was 
in prison Stem was killed. 

After escaping from prison 
Shamir rose to a position of 
leadership in Lehi in 1945 by the 
following means: be and a more 
senior Lehi commander. Etiyahu 
Giladi. went for a walk in the sand 
hills south of Tel Aviv, from which 
Shamir returned alone. Shamir 
then assembled the other 13 
commanders of Lehi and asked 
them to approve postfactum what 
h 3 d been done and his part in it. 
The approval was given, and Lehi 
continued on its way. 

AU these facts are well known in 
Israel and have been mentioned in 
the Hebrew press (not of course in 
die Jerusalem Post) many times, 
and were repeated recently in 
connection with die Shin Beth ' 
affair and' Shamir’s part in it. It- 
seems carious, however, that so 
many authors of books on 
terrorism or on die history of 
Zionism and Israel do not find 
space for these instructive stories, 
very relevant for present and. 
future Israeli political behaviour.

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Musharakah, murabahah and mudarabah 
— the three systems of Islamic banking

AMMAN — Although it bans 
interest cm deposits, the Jordan' 
Islamic -Bank for finance and 
investment is now the Kingdom's 
fourth largest bank in terms of 
deposits — only six years after its 
establishment. 

Bat banning interest is not 
banning profit. "Over the last 
three or four years, we have been 
offering our customers nearly two 
per cent less return on their 
deposits than the interest rate paid 
by other banks," Mr. Musa 
Shihadch, the bank’s general 
manager said. “Still, people keep 
. coming to us. 

“The only explanation I can 
offer is that we simply have the 
people’s confidence in the bank," 
Mr. Shibadeh told the Jordan 
Times in a recent interview. “We 
operate on the system of social 
justice (embodied! in Islam), and 
this is the most important factor.” 

In five years the bank’s number 
of clients increased from 6,000 to 
65,000. 

According to Mr. Shihadch, 
people’s confidence in Islami c 
banks is largely due to religious 
sentiment and doe to the banks’ 
record of paying reasonable 
dividends and returns on deposits 
(generally between six and ten per 
cent) — mainly invested in real 
. estate and other commercial 
projects. 


More relaxed relationship 
with customers 

Mr. Shibadeh believes that the 
. J application of the Islamic banking 

‘ r system provides for a more 
relaxed bank-customer 
relationship through financial 
!r transactions. Through the 
application of Musharakah 
(sharing profit and loss), 
Murabahah (taking profit on 
transaction) and Mudarabah 
(making a bid man open venture), 
the Islamic ethic believes that the 
< productive human effort and risk 
element inherent in any business 
venture should take precedence 
over its purely financial 
dimension, and that borrowers, 
lenders and the banks involved 
should all share the risk as weU as 
die profit m a business venture. 

However, the Jordan Islamic 
c Bank recently came under 
criticism for demanding — under 
the. concept of Murabahah — 
returns on loans that were 
consklered by the d^tors as high 
or higher than rates set by 
ooramercial banks. The criticism 
came from people involved in a

debt-ridden investment concern 
which owed die Jordan Tdarywr 
Bank amounts that, over three 
years, accumulated a debt 
eq uallin g the loan phis nearly 40 
per cent of the loan's original 
value. 

The debtors, who spoke to the 
Jordan Times on condition of 
anonymity, said their investment 
concern, which also owes money 
to other banks, hoped they would 
be able to reach a compromise 
with lending banks, including the 
Jordan Islamic Bank. 

Mr. Shibadeh refused to 
comment on that particular 
transaction but said the debtors 
had no right to complain. Under

upon itself to finance an 
investment concern in return for a 
pre-detennmed return, regardless 
whether the project itself 
generates profit or incurs loss. 

flexible attitude 

But unlike co mmer cial hanks 
who view money in rigid terms — 
indifferent to the social or 
economic circumstances of its use 
by the borrowers, Islamic hanks 
view money as simply a means of 
exchange and a means to an end. 
with a flexible attitude towards 
clients. 

“Our bank offers people a form 
of security that other banks are 
not willing to give," Mr. Shibadeh 
said. “We have eliminated stress 
and pressure and developed a kind 
look to people with financial 
difficulties." 

Because of limitations to the use. 
of deposits in the Jordan Islamic 
Bank, the bank faces a problem of. 
excess liquidity, Mr. Shibadeh 
said. Invariably, the bank 
maintains nearly 50 per cent 
liquidity at any given rime, and 
deposits excess liquidity without 


any return, he added. 

Mr. Shibadeh said that the 
Jeddah-based Islamic 
Development Bank is in the 
process of developing a 
commercial jpaper to cover excess 
liquidity in Islamic banks. 

The nine-year-old Faisal 
Isl amic Bank of Egypt has $1.2 
billion of savings deposits, topping 
the domestic h ank tables. The 
eight-year-old Kuwait Finance 
House, was so flooded with 
deposits last year — over two 
biffion dollars — that it stopped 
accepting new investment 
deposits because of a lack of 
profitable investment outlets. 

Bousing project 

The Jordan Islamic Bank , which 
opened its doors in September 
1979, is financing a housing 
project opposite A1 Rai 
newspaper in A1 Rawda 
'neighbourhood. The project, 
expected to cost JD 14 millioQ, is 
financed 60 per cent by the 
depositors in specified investment 
accounts and the rest by the bank 
itself. 

The project, set for completion 
by the end of this year, consists of 
30 villas and seven residential 
buildings of 213 apartments. The 
prices of these bousing units will 
be determined by the hank at the 
completion of the project which 
includes a mosque, a commercial 
centre, ball, 'a school and car 
-'parks. 

Sense of community 

The' system of specified 
investment, which entails a 
sharm g of ride as well as profit, 
gives a sense of community and 
security to investors, according to 
Mr. Shmadeh. “It is as if the whole 
society is responsible for the 


whole loss or profit,” be said. 

The incredible growth of 
deposits at the scores of Islamic 
banks established in the late 
seventies confirmed reports that 
billions of dollars of private 
savings were being stored at home 
by people who objected, on 
religious, grounds, to opening 
mtercst -bearing bank accounts. 

Mr. Shibadeh predicts an even 
greater increase in his bank’s 
deposits currently standing at 
. $320 million, with indications that 
the Central Bank of Jordan is 
planning to float down interest 
rates to encourage investment. 

The Isl amic banks have been 
able to provide clients with most 
of the standard commercial 
banking services, such as checking 
(current) and savings accounts, 
letters of guarantee and credit, 
transfers, foreign exchange, term 
loans, trade financing and 
investment advisory services. 

Adapting other services 

Under the tenets of Islamic 
hanking , several institutions'' are 
exploring how to adapt more 
sophisticated commercial banking 
services, such as commercial 
paper, certificates of deposit, 
forward deals, and even the 
inter-bank market system of 
bank-to-bank len ding . 

The Jordan Islamic Bank, which 
employs 375 people, has 12 
branches in die Kingdom plus a 
branch under es tablishmen t in 
Jerash. 

Last year. 28.5 per cent of the 
bank's investment was in 
industrial projects, 23.8 per cent 
in general trade, 182 per cent in 
real estate and contracts, 9.4 per 
cent in transport, 82 per cent in 
individual businesses, and 11.9 
per cent in agriculture. 


Plastic surgery is the a ping people

AMMAN — According to Dr. 
Gaith Shubailat, a leading plastic 
surgeon in Amman, many people 
tend to associate plastic surgery 
with cosmetic surgery. The latter 
forms only a minor section of 
plastic and reconstructive surgery, 
it is a neat, clean and 
money-making profession where 
the surgeon deals with a certain 
strata of the population. But to 
Dr. Shubailat, working only in 
cosmetic surgery is not 
satisfactory as he believes a doctor 
has to be involved with all sorts of 
patients, rich or poor. 

Cosmetic surgery is mainly 
operations dealing with the aging 
face, such as brow and face lifts 
and eyelid surgery. Cosmetic 
surgeons tuck-up necks, decrease 
fatty double chins, make breast 
lifts, reductive mamma plasty and 
augmentation mama plasty 
(decreasing and in cr e asin g the 
breast size respectively) with the 
use of prosthesis or mammary 
implants. Implants are often 
employed in the chin (to shorten 
or lengthen it), and for the cheeks 
where cheekbones are made to 
look higher. This silicon prosthesis 
comes in various consistencies: 
Solid, liquid and gel farms and the 
form used depends on the region 
of tiie body it is for. 

This type of surgery migrated 
through the Arab Islamic empire, 
to Europe and Germany; the first 
modem nose job. rhino plasty, 
was performed in Germany. Nose 
surgery is tiu: most common 
cosmetic operation in Jordan as 
people here tend to favour the 
straight western raise. If a woman 
or a man wishes to have a small 

nose, then every part of it has to be 

reduced, including the bony and 
cartiKgiDoiui areas, and the tip has 
to be raised. 

' Rhino plasty is not a modem 
branch of cosmetic surgery but is 
thought to have originated in 
India where it was the practice to 
cutoff the n os e of an adulteress, or 
an adulterer, if they could catch 
him. Consequently, surgeons 
spent a great deal of time refitting 
andre-iraptanting noses and they 
mccMponted tire basic principle 
behind modem cosmetic surgery; 
the Indian fin where skin from 
the forehead is brought down to 
build up a nose or half a nose. Of* 

course, Mr. jStmbaflat said, there 
ere refinements » this 6,000 year

or make a micro vascular flap 
whereby skin is taken from any 
area of the body, such as the hips, 
and reestablish circulation with 
micro surgery. 

Preparations 

Dr. Shubailat spends a lot of 
time preparing for any surgery. 
Most of the pl anning is done 
mentally but he always takes 
pictures and sometimes makes 
sketches and tracings for the 
patient's benefit so they know 
what to expect. This idea has been 
promoted m the U.S. where video 
camera are now used to transmit 
an image of the face on to the 
.screen to be redrawn and 

reshaped. 

A wide range of modem 
instruments are used in this form 
of surgety- A dermatome removes 
large pieces of skin of measured 
thickness and the liposuction 
apparatus sucks fat from under the 
layers of skin. This is done using 
fine tubes attached to a powerful 
machine and the aim of 
liposuction is to change the 
contours of different areas of the 

body. This method is best suited to 

yo un ger patients as the skin 
shrinks and collapses, especially in 
older patients with less elastic 
skin. Surgeons use Vi-l cm scars 
which are very carefully hidden in 
creases of the hips, thighs, 
stomach, etc. There is no scarless 
surgery — the surgeon has to be 
clever in hiding scars in the 
cavities and folds. In additio n , a 
very fine suture (nylon stitching 
material) is used for the skin or

tra umatic injuries. 

Cosmetic surgery is more than 
often medically unnecessary with 
the exception of cases when 
psychological problems can arise 
as a result of self-consciousness 
and isolation in people of all ages. 

Plastic surgery 

A plastic surgeon can practise only 
after he or she has trained as a 
general surgeon for at least four 
years and has then spent another 
two to three years in an accredited 
plastic surgical programme. This 
system applies in the U-S- as well 
as Canada and to a lesser extent in 
other universities around the 
world. These are the minimum 
requirements whilst the 
knowledge of general surgery and 
an y other branch such as urology, 
bone and chest surgery, would be 
an advantage. Reconstructive 
surgery involves all the body and 
deals with all types of congenital 
ano malies such as harelips, deft 
pala tes, genitalia, the urinary tract 
and the digestive system. Plastic, 
surgery m e anS hope for victims of 
accidents and those suffering 
occupational injuries. Dr. 
Shubailat is also dealing with 
treatment and reconstruction 
following cancer alpapic surgery, 
particularly of the skin . head, neck 
and nose of patients in Amman. 

Micro vascular developments 

Micro vascular surgery has been 
tHie of the revolutions in piastre 
surgery during the past decade. 
Doctors are able to use the 


operating microscope to join very, 
very thin threads and tiny vessels 
and arteries. A severed finger can 
be - reattached under the 
powerfully magnified microscope 
and with special techniques, the 
half millimetre in dfamftter v essels 
can be reconnected. Under this 
method, three different forms of 
tissue —skin, musde and bone — 
can be transferred. It used to take 
six months to reconstruct a foot 
and to obtain live thick skin, the 
surgeon had to take skin from the 
stomach , abdomen, wrist and cut a 
pedicle graft to use as a carrier to 
bring it down to the foot Now, 
surgeons can pick op flaps of 
muscle, skin and bone, identify 
their circulation (the blood 
vessels), cut off the blood supply, 
transfer this block of tissue to the 
foot and re-establish the 
circulation (artery to artery, vein 
to vein) and save the patient a year 
of surgery. Dr. Shubailat 
encourages this in Jordan since it 
saves the patient both time and 
money. 

Burns 

Bums form a large section of 
this field. They are one of the most 
unpleasant and demanding 
problems and the majority of bum 
cases are a result of negligence and 
a lack of awareness about the 
dangers of new electric and gas 
appliances. Already our bum 
centres are full and there is only 
hope for those with open wounds 
but even in these cases the surgeon 
can work on the victim for many 
years and the results would still 
not be acceptable to either the 
patient or to the doctor. A centre 
for bums has been built at the 
King Hussein Medical Centre and 
there are plans, for another at AJ 
Bashir Hospital. 

Both, plastic and cosmetic 
surgery are risky and Dr. 
Shubailat does not operate on 
patients when he knows that good 
results cannot be obtained. 
Usually patients expect miracles 
and he advises them in great detail 
about .what to. expect; the 
procedures, preparation and 
possible complications are 
discussed and preoperative 
period is very important for the 
patient to be more cooperative 
and extremely appreciative. 
Moreover, this surgery has a social 
andpsycfaofogkalftmcfooti as well 
as a medical one, it is challenging 
sincethere are many waysof doing 
one operation and it always 
involves discoveries. 


Family of skeletons locked in 
embrace for 1,621 years

WASHINGTON — They were 
probably just waking up in the 
Roman city of Kourion on the 
southern coast of Cyprus that July 
morning in A.D. 365. 

“For a little after daybreak, 
preceded by heavy and repeated 
thunder and lightning, the whole 
of the firm and solid earth was 
shaken and trembled,” states a 
fourth -century account of the 
catastrophic earthquake in the 
Eastern Mediterranean. “Great 
ships landed on the tops of 
buildings. Some were driven 
almost two miles inland.” 

At Kourion there was little 
chance to escape. “We’re finding 
people trapped at home, frozen in 
tune right where they lived," says 
classical archaeologist David 
Soren of the University of 
Arizona, who headed the team 
that in August unearthed the 
skeletons of a man, a woman, and 
a small child, dinging together in a 
ruined house. 

Magpitad^ of Vesnvras 

“Finding this ‘•f amil y’ huddled 
together after 1 ,600 years was the 
most touching moment," he' says. 
Seven human skeletons have been 
uncovered in die one house. If this 
rate continues, Soren believes, the 
loss of life may prove to be on a 
scale comparable to that at 
Pompeii and Herculaneum after 
die Vesuvius volcanic eruption in 
A.D. 79, when several thousand 
people died. 

From the way the family of 
skeletons was positioned, it 
appears that the three were 
Punched over each other, 
huddled against a wall of the 
bedroom in a futile attempt to 
save their lives says forensic 
anthropologist Walter H. Birkby 
of die University of Arizona, a 
member of the international tt-am 
of specialists. 

“They ran to the wall for 
shelter, talcing the baby with 
them," he says. “They didn't head 
for the door. Was it too late? Had 
the only doorway already 
collapsed?” 

Both the man and the woman 
"appeared concerned for 
protecting the child ".Birkby says. 
“The man was enfolding die 
woman and the child, and she had 
her arms around die child’s head." 
As the family was discovered 
under about three feet of rubble, 
“We all thought,” ‘What a 
shame’,” be says. 

The neck of the woman, who 
was about 19, was broken at a 
right angle by falling plaster and 
stones as she clutched the 
1 8-month -old child. The skull and 
spinal column of the man, who was 
at least 25 years old, were crushed. 

A number of scattered bones 
from the skeletons, Soren says, 
indicate that die family’s bodies 
were attacked by rodents. A bone 
hairpin rests on the woman’sskufl. 
Two rings lie near the man’s left 
hand, one of plain iron and the 
other of copper allay inscribed 
with a symbol of Christ, the Greek 
letters Chi Rbo. So die family 
might have been Christian. 

Telltale toe bones 

The skeletons were found 00 
die last day of this summer's 
(figging season by Caterina Dias, a 
Portuguese archaeology student. 


who was clearing off a dirt bank 
within the buried house when she 
noticed several toe bones sticking 
out. The excavation was 
supported in pan by the National 
Geographic Society. 

The mystery of Kourion’s 
people began to unfold in 1984, 
during Soren’ s first season of 
digging in die city. He uncovered 
the skeleton ofayounggrri, whom 
he rallpH Qtrodia, her hands 
clasped to her face. Her bones lay 
atop die skeleton of a mule, stQl 
tethered by an iron chain to a 
350-kilogramme feeding trough 
that had been buried into a wall of 
the house. 

An analysisof die girfs teeth by 
Birkby showed her to be about 1 3 . 
but her skeletal development was 
that of an 11 -year-old. She might 
have been crippled or suffering 
from some disease, he says. 

In 1985 the skeleton of a man 
between 50 and 60 was found 
crushed in a doorway of the same 
house. His lower torso was 
missing, possibly torn away by 
animals. Soren says. Birkby*s 
study of the bones revealed that 
the man was muscular, probably a 
labourer, but had suffered from 
osteoarthritis. 

Two other skeletons had been 
discovered during excavations at 
Kourion in 1934. Records of that 
work gave Soren a due to where to 
start digging 50 years later. 

This summer was die team’s 
most successful season. So for die 
scientists have uncovered 15 
rooms in the one house. Besides 
the skeletons, they have found 
elaborate painted architectural 
decorations and a complete 
kitchen. 

The kitchen was equipped with 
a mud-bride oven (smashed in the 
disaster, but full of charcoal that 
will be analysed), a bronze 
pitcher, a serving plate, a number 
of amphorae, several cooking 
pots, a copper-alloy fishhook, and 
fragments of about 20 l amps , 
indicating that people might have 
worked there at rugit.

Woman’s lost necklace 

At the bottom of a cistern, the 
scientists discovered a necklace of 
amber, coral, and jetfhata woman 
migh t have accidentally dropped. 

A cache of about 400 Roman 
coins found in 1984 and 1985 is 
the key to Soren’s dating of the 
destruction of Kourion. The latest 
appear to have been issued in 
AD. 364 and 365 during the joint 
reign of emperors Valens and 
Valeutmiaa I . Some scholars think 
that Kourion was destroyed in 


earii w earthquakes. 

Although the value of the finds 
at Kourion increases with each 
season, Soren says he has barely 
scratched the surface. He 
estimates that only five per cent of 
the ancient city has been 
excavated. It is thought 10 extend 
for several miles. 

“Stone by stone, room by 
room," he says, “we should be 
able to unearth the most complete 
picture of a lale-Roman-£mpire 
population trapped in its original 
context."

Search to continue for chambers at the 
Great Pyramid of Cheops despite fears

CAIRO, Egypt — Egyptian 
authorities have decided to renew 
an effort to penetrate hidden 
spaces deep inside the great 
pyramid of Cheops, despite fears 
for monument’s well-being by 
some in the country's 
archaeological community. 

Dr. Ahmed Kadry, chairman of 
the Egyptian Antiquities' 
Organisation, said drilling by an 
Egyptian-French team had 
proved that chambers exist. 

Additionally, he told the 
Associated Press, analyses of 
extracted rock fragments found a 
high-quality type of limestone 
known to be used only for 
pyramids’ outside casings or for 
smaller objects connected with 
death. 

Called tura limestone, the 
material never has been found in 
the cores of Cheops or the other 
two major pyramids built about 
4,600 years ago on the Giza 
plateau south of Cairo. Kadry said 
the ancients must have had a 
reason for using a limestone of 
such high quality in a place that 
was hidden from view. 

“When ancients used tura 
limestone, they used it for 
architectural and funerary 
purposes, such as in statuary, not 
just for any common thing such as 
an inside building Mock," Kadry 


said. “Tura was special.” 

The Cheops pyramid comprises 
2.5 million limestone blocks, each 
weighing about 2 Vi tonnes. It took 
23 years to build. 

A French-Egyptian team qsing 
high-technology instruments last 
month drilled three small boles 
through an outer limestone block 
alongside a passageway to the 
queen’s chamber of the pyramid. 
The team was trying to discover 
the cause of architectural 
anomalies their equip meat had 
detected months earlier. 

After boring through the front 
block, drills entered a nx>rtar layer 
25cm thick, then 25cm of sand, 
then another block of limestone, 
the source of the tura limestone, 
Kadry said. 

The team, sponsored by the 
French Foreign Ministry and 
France’s national electric 
company EDF, stopped drilling to 
await permission to continue after 
their findings could be analysed. 

“We have detected formally 
there are cavities, rooms on the 
west side of the corridor," Kadry 
said. “This information is 100 per 
cen t scien tif ically proved by 
instrumentation.” 

He described the sand found by 
the drillers as “very soft, 
sophisticated (and) in, great 
quantities. 

"We can’t estimate bow much 
there is. and we don’t know its 
function. This is the first time in 
any pyramid we’ve found such 


The findings came after months 
of controversy in the Egyptian 
press and among some local 
archaeologists, who contended 
that drilling in Cheops could 
damage permanently one of the 
world’s great monuments, and for 
no reason. Kadry vehemently 
disagreed. 

"We in Egypt are living on 
-information gleaned in the last 
century, in the 1830s,” Kadry 
said. “Anything we can learn 
about Cheops is great because so 
little is known about it. 

“The ones causing this furor in 
Cairo are ignorant. The entire 
controversy has been incredible. 
Personally, I fee! very frustrated 
that foreign institutions and 
scientific offices have given us 
more support than (we have had) 
from local so-called experts.” 

Holding a stack of good-will 
letters his organisation has 
received from around the world, 
Kadry said, “This entire affan- 
reflects the serious backwardness 
and corruption in our country. 
One Cairo journalist begged that 
if the drilling proceeds to allow 
Cheops to fall at njght when there 
are no tourists. “What 
ignorance,” Kadry said. 

Kadry has received a letter of 
support for his position from the 
French ambassador to Cairo, 
Piene Hunt. 

“These (drilling) holes confirm 
the existence of an internal fixture 


and the presence of aystaffine 
sand, which is not yet explained,” 
said Hunfs letter. "A new mission 
win, therefore, be necessary to 
complete the study of this cavity. 

“Contentions that such limited 
dialing, made under the control of 
the EDF by specialists with 
indisputable competence, risk 
shaking the pyramid are obviously 
absurd” 

A committee of 45 Egyptian 
specialists who must approve 
archaeological projects has given 
the go-ahead for future research. 
Kadry said he does not discount 
further use of the drill and. 
technologically advanced 
instruments to determine the 
structure of the spaces and 
anything they might bold. 

He said he does not know when 
the project will be resumed but 
that the plan is first to dete rmin e 
the dimensions of the hidden 
chambers mid how far apart they 
are. He said it will be done 
through analysis of readings from 
a microgravimeter, a sonar-like 
instrument that first found 
evidence of their existence. 

Jacques Montlucon, an 
engineer who headed last month’s 
EDF survey team, said by 
telephone from Paris, “The 
important thing is that all results 
are available, including analyses 
of both the sand and the structure. 
We expect these results to be 
ready soon, and we will forward 
.them to Cairo."

Madrid to clash with Juventus 


Full schedule of European soccer ahead 


LONDON (AP) — Real Madrid 
and Juventus, two of Europe's 
most famous soccer dubs, clash 
Wednesday in the second round of 
the Champions Cup competition 
that has been marred by a political 
dispute involving two other rival 
teams. 

Ever since pairing for the 
second round were drawn, 
Besiktas of Turkey and Apoel of 
Cyprus have been lockedl in a 
political tug-of-war that threatens 
to prevent the staging 
Wednesday's first-leg game in 
Istanbul. 

It would be the first major 
sports exchange for 12 years 
between the two countries, who 
have been technically at war since 
the Turkish occupation of part of 
Cyprus in 1974. 

Under pressure from the 
government, the Greek Cypriot 
team changed itsmind Sunday and 
announced it would not play the 
first-leg game because Turkish 
authorities refused to accept 
conditions for the return match in 
Cyprus on Nov. 5. 

Officials in Nicosia also said 
they were unable to accept 
guarantees for the safety of the 
Cypriot players in Istanbul. 

Turkish representatives 
immediately urged the European 
soccer body, UEFA, to award 
Besiktas the tie and an automatic 
place in the quarterfinals. 

LJEFA responded by saying the 
two second round matches had to 
.be played. If they weren't, said a 
UEFA source, Apoel would have 
to forfeit and could be penalised. 

The dispute still had nor been 
resolved 24 hours before the 
game. The West German match 
officials were due to arrive on 
schedule in Istanbul late Tuesday 
night despite indications that the 
Greek Cypriot club would not 
turn up. 

Meanwhile. Real Madrid and 
Juventus were completing their 
preparations for a match officials 
and fans alike bad hoped would 
not take place until the final next 
May. 

Real, renowned specialists in 
overturning first-leg deficits, face 
the more difficult task of buil ding 
up a lead to take to Turin in two 
weeks' time. 

Acrowdofover 100,000 paying 
record receipts of more than SI 
million, is expected in the 
Bemabeu Stadium in Madrid, 

Both teams lead their national 
soccer standings this season with 
10 points. And both wanned up 
with impressive domestic victories 
at the weekend. 


Real Madrid's Dutch coach Leo 
Beenhakker was confident that 
three of his players, including 
Mexican striker Hugo Sanchez, 
would shake off injuries in time to 
play. 

“Juventus is a very senous 
opponent but we represent the 
same for them” Beenhakker said.

G.M. divests South African interests 


DETROIT (AP) — Political and 
economic troubles in South Africa 
have prompted General Motors 
Chip. (G.M) to sell its South 
African car and truck assembly 
subsidiary by the end of the year. 
Chairman Roger Smith said 
Monday. 

Genera] Motors South African 
Ltd. (GMSA). a wholly owned 
G.M. subsidiary, is the 
second-largest U.S. -based 
employer in South Africa, behind 
Mobil, according to the Investor 
Responsibility Research Centre in 
Washington, D.C. 

“GMSA has been losing money 
for several years in a very difficult 
South African business climate 
and. with the current structure, we 
could not see our operations 
turning around in the near 
future," Mr. Smith said Monday. 

The subsidiary will be sold to a 
group beaded by the South 
African Management at its Port 
Elizabeth car and truck assembly 
plant. Managing Director Robert 
White, the highest ranking G.M. 
executive in South Africa, win 
return to the United States after 
the sale. 

‘‘The objective of these 
negotiations is to create a viable, 
restructured company that will 
ensure the continuity of GM.'s 
products in the South African 
market through the sale of Opel 
passenger cars and Isuzu and 
Suzuki commercial vehicles,'' Mr. 
White said in South Africa after 


Mr. Smith’s announcement here. 

Company spokesman Ron 
Theis predicted the sale should be 
finished by year's end, but added 
that no information would be 
released about the price or who 
makes up the group buying the 


G.M. also has an engine plant in 
South Africa which has been idle 
for several years, and is not pan of 
the sale package, said Mr. Theis. 

GMSA has «n nn^] sales of 
about $300 million and a 
2 ,800 -member work force, about 
60 per cent of whom are 
non-whites. It has assets of about 
$140 millio n and makes cars by 
GJvTs German and Japanese 
partners, Adam Opel, Isuzu and 
Suzuki, said G.M. spokesman 
George Schreck. 

Mr. Smith earlier said G.M. was 
“straggling desperately" in South 
Africa because of the nation's 
economy and that the company’s 
sales and market share have 
dropped substantially in the past 
year. 

“Our aim is to enable the new 
owners to start from a strong 
position, to continue to provide 
job opportunities for the 
employees and to continue to 
serve our customers,'' Mr. Smith 
said. 

GAL has been under pressure 
to divest its South African 
interests. In May, in response to a 
proposal by an investors' group, 
Mr. Smith announced that GMSA 


would no longer sell vehicles to 
the South African police and 
military. 

The step was relatively 
cosmetic, however, because 
GMSA had only sold 11 vehicles 
to either branch in 1986 and those 
sales were carryovers from 1985, 
Mr. Schreck said. 

"They like to avoid resistance 
by consumers and investors in the 
United States to their continued 
involvement in South Africa. 7116 
decision was simply helped by the 
poor market conditions,” said Mr. 
Gary Glaser, an auto industry 
analyst with First Boston Corp. in 
New York. 

Mr. Glaser said G Jul.'s South 
Africa operation was relatively 
s mall and the sale would have little 

T ict cm G.M.’s balance sheet 
.M. is suffering from losses 
not stemmed by deep-discount 
sales incentives it offered from 
late August to early October to 
clear out its U.S. inventory 
backlog. 

The No. 1 automaker is 
expected to show a third-quarter 
operating loss ranging from $100 
million to $1 billion when results 
are released later this week.

Citicorp announces 9% rise in profits 


NEW YORK (R) — Citicorp, the 
United States' biggest banking 
company, said its earnings rose 
nine per cent to $247 million in 
the third quarter this year, helped 
by strong showings in traditional 
and investment banking. 

In announcements Monday 
simultaneously in New York and 
Tokyo, Citicorp said the 
improvement over the same 
period last year came despite 
sharp increases in operating 
expenses and provisions for 
possible loan losses. 

The report drew a mixed 
reaction from analysts, some of 
whom said question marks still 
hang over the bank's controls on 
asset quality and expenses. 

“On balance. I have a basically 
positive feeling but there are stiU 
elements of asset quality that 
present an overhang,'' said Mr. 
Tony Smith of LP. Rothschild. 
Unteibeig, Towbin. 

But Citicorp won lavish praise 
for its strong earnings momentum 


in its “bread-and-butter" 
consumer-banking business, 
where profits soared 66 per cent to 
$126 millio n in die third quarter 
■from S76 mtllkm a year earlier. 

"Consumers are the key for 
G'tiooxp because this is where it 
really makes its money,'' said Mr. 
Lawrence Cohn of Merrill Lynch, 
noting particularly robust growth 
in the credit-card area. 

In the more volatile investment 
banking sector, analysts were 
heartened by a 45 percent]' ump in 
fees and commissions to $744 
million from S5I2 million last 
year. 

On a per-share basis, earnings 
rose two per cent to SI. 63 a share 
from SI .60 in the same period last 
year. 

The board of directors met in 
Tokyo, a sign of whattiie company 
said was its “growing presence 
within the dynamic Asia-Pacific 
financial marketplace." 

In its statement, Citicorp said 
that third quarter operating 


expenses shot up 27 per cent to 
SI. 78 billion. 

Citicorp attributed part of the 
increased expenses to the 
incorporation of certain recent 
major acquisitions, including 
Quotron Systems, the Los 
Angeles-based provider of stock 
quo rations and financial news, and 
the British brokerages Vickers Da 
Costa and Scrimgeour, 
Kemp -Gee of London. 

For the year to date, G'ticoip’s 
overall 1 net income declined 
slightly to S752 million from 5755 
million in the first nine months of 
1985. 

Loan loss provisions — money 
set aside in case of loans going bad 
— were increased by S431 mil li nn 
in the quarter, bringing the total 
fund to cover bad loans to $1.57 
billion. 

The bulk of the credit problems 
were concentrated in the 
consumer-banking area where 
chaigeoffs soared more than 50 
per cent to 5235 million. 


Reuters to acquire U.S. companies 


NEW YORK (R) — Reuters 
Holdings PLC Monday 
announced agreements to acquire 
Network Utilities Inc., a 
Chicago-based firm that 
specialises in securities analysis, 
and Reveal Software Inc., a New 
York company that produces 
computer software packages for 
managers. 

Reuters said it would pay 57 
million in cash for Network 
Utilities and S575.000 for the 
assets of Reveal Software which is 
based in Roslyn, New York. 

Both U.S. companies are 
private companies. 

Network Utilities, foimded in 
1932. provides real-time analytics 


for securities and options traders 
enabling them to pinpoint and 
evaluate trading opportunities. 

It has about 360 terminals in 
place providing the company’s 
“Schwaizatron” products, named 
after Steven Schwartz, its founder 
and chief executive officer. 

The company’s pre-tax profits 
totalled $696,200 on revenues of 
S3 mMon for its fiscal year ended 
May 31, 1986. 

Further application of the 
company’s expertise is likely in 
other markets served by Reuters 
— particularly foreign exchange, 
government securities and 
commodities. 


Reveal Software, founded in 
1981, provides a portfolio 
management software package for 
registered representatives and 
investment managers. It has sold 
about 1.500 of its packages to 
date. 

Reuters obtains its information 
from 101 exchanges and 
over-the-counter markets, from 
data contributed directly by 2.593 
subscribers in 69 countries and 
from a network of 906 journalists, 
photographers and cameramen.

Saudi king launches bid 
to break OPEC deadlock 


GENEVA (AP) — Saudi Arabia’s King Fahd has 
stepped into the deadlocked OPEC oil negotiations, 
seeking to resolve a bitter dispute that threatened to 
unravel a nearly completed OPEC agreement. 


There was no sign Tuesday that 
King Fahd's initiative had 
produced movement toward a 
compromise. 

No ministerial meetings were 
scheduled, and a sense of gloom 
seemed to spread through the 
delegations as they awaited a 
hopeful sign on the 16th day of the 
longest OPEC conference ever. 

The 13 OPEC oil ministers 
failed in a lengthy series of formal 
and private meetings Monday to 
end the stalemate, which centres 
on Kuwait’s demand for a bigger 
share of OPEC's total oil 
production. 

Mr. Belkacem Nabi, the oil 
minister of Algeria, told reporters 
Tuesday that even if an agreement 
were achieved, it would have little 
effect on the o3 market because 
the proposed accord would have 
to be reviewed fay the oil group 
barely six weeks from now. 

“An agreement makes no sense 
now " he said in a tone of 
exasperation. “I don’t mind about 
agreement at this meeting. F m not 
interested in any agreement," 

Mr. Nabi said that having spent 
more than two weeks haggling 
over the accord, OPEC had lost 
much credibility in the eyes of oil 
buyers. The implication of his 
. comments was that even if OPEC 
readied an agreement soon, oil 
prices probably would not rise. 

But the Algerian minis ter said 
he had no plans to leave Geneva 
yet. 

On Monday evening, the Saudi 
government issued a statement in 
Riyadh saying King Fahd had 
initiated contacts wife fee leaders 
of neighbouring states on the 
Arabian Peninsula to attempt to 
help in “finding a way out” of the 
bitter dispute in Geneva. 

The statement did not say the 
king had a compromise proposal, 
but it appeared to indicate fee 
Saudis were stepping up pressure 
on Kuwait, their dose ally, to 
soften its tougfr bargaining stance. 

Saudi Arabia. Kuwait, Qatar 
and the United Arab Emirates 
usually act as an alliance in 
negotiations. 

A group of non-Arab OPEC 
members, led by Venezuela and 
Iran, steadfastly rejected the 
Kuwaiti demand, which they saw 
as unjustified. There already was 
general agreement that financially 
strapped Ecuador and Gabon 
would be given higher oil 
production limits under the 
proposed accord. 

Kuwaiti 00 Minister Ali 
Khalifa A1 Sabah said repeatedly 
Monday he would not accept a 
compromise. 

“ We will notstep back," Sheikh 
AI Sabah told reporters. All the 
Gulf countries are supporting 
me.” 

The OPEC oil ministers 
pledged to continue searching for 
a way out of the dilemma, which 
they called the only obstacle to a 
broader agreement feat would 
keep a lid .on OPEC's oil output 
for another two months. 

The oil ministers had been on 


the brink of closing the agreement 
over fee weekend after Saudi 
Arabia dropped its demand for a 
renegotiation of production 
quotas for all member countries. 

The proposed agreement called 
for a 2-month extension — wife a 
few modifications — of OPEC’s 
current production accord, which 
took effect Sept. 1 and is due to 
expire Oct. 31. 

The current accord limits the 
output of all members except Iraq . 
leaving the group wife an overall 
production of about 16.8 million 
barrels a day. Iraq is excluded 
because OPEC could not settle 
the conflicting demands of it and 
its war rival, Iran. 

The proposed modification 
would give slightly higher 
production quotas to Ecuador and 
Gabon for the duration of the 
accord. They are OPECs smallest 
producers. 

Kuwait had trouble convincing 
most of the other members that it 
was deserving of special 
concessions at a time when all oil 
producers are suffering big 
income losses due to falling oil 
prices. 

“For Venezuela, Indonesia, 
Nigeria and other countries it 
would be very difficult to go back 
(home) and explain how come one 
of fee wealthiest countries in the 
world gets a higher quota,” said 
Mr. Javier Espinosa Teran. the oQ 
minister of Ecuador. 

Kuwait, on the other hand, 
agrued that it deserved an 
immediate increase before most of 
the others because it, in the past, 
had sacrificed the most oil 
production in support of OPECs 
production goals. 

Prices rise strongly 

Meanwhile, oil futures prices 
moved strongly upward for the 
second consecutive session 
Monday in New York amid a 
growing conviction among traders 
that OPEC will achieve some 


measure of success at its meeting. 

“Most traders appear 
convinced that OPEC will reach 
some kind of an agreement,” said 
Mr. Ed Dellamonte. an analyst in 
New York with Pru den tial- Bach e 
Securities. 

Toward the end of the trading 
day at the New York Mercantile 
Exchange, “news came that King 
Fahd of Saudi Arabia is going to 
meet with the other Gulf states for 
some sort of arm twisting,” Mr. 
Dellamonte said. “I think that will 
end things pretty quickly. He 
wants an agreement. He'll accept 
an extension . even if he has to give 
up some production to Kuwait.” 

West Texas Intermediate crude 
oil settled 33 <£nts to 57 cents 
higher in the various monthly 
deliveries, with the November 
contract at 515.13 a barrel: 
heating oil was 1.14 cents to 1.61 
cents higher with November at 
42.63 cents a gallon and unleaded 
gasoline was 0.76 cent to 1.30 
cents higher with November at 
42.70 cents a gallon.

‘U.S. will grow more 

dependent on foreign oil’ 

On fee other hand, a survery 
released Monday in Houston. 
Texas revealed feat low oil prices 
and the decline in exploration is 
permanently changing the U 5. oil 
industry and leaving fee United 
States more dependent on foreign 
oil. 

“At today's prices, it doesn't 
make economic sense to 
undertake exploration in the 
United States," said Mr. Richard 
Adkerson. “We’ve just got to 
have higher prices.” 

Even an SI 8 per-barrel 
standard would do little to 
improve fee plight of the domestic 
energy producers, he said. 

“At 518 per barrel, you do not 
have high enough prices to stave 
off higher levels of imports,” he 
said. 

Mr. Adkerson predicted feat 
more layoffs, mergers and 
bankruptcies would take place in 
American firms if the prices 
slump. 


UAE drops new projects, 
cuts spending on defence 

ABU DHABI (R) — Defence spending drops by over one billion 
dirhams ($271 billion) in the United Arab Emirates (UAE) budget 
for 1986, just passed by the cabinet, a senior official said. 

Sheikh Ahmad Humaid Al Tayer, minis ter of state for finance, 
told local newspapers feat 5.82 billion diriiams (51 J8 billion) had 
been allocated for defence compared with 6.S5 billion dirhams 
(SI .86 billion) in 1985. 

The cut, approved Monday night, wfli not affect arms purchases, 
which are financed directly by the seven emirates in fee federation. 
Abu Dhabi, wealthiest of fee emirates, has signed contracts worth 
. billions of dirhams wife France and Britain. 

Sheikh Al Tayer also said 1 ,1 00 vacancies at federal ministries had 
been cut from this year’s budget, which set spending at 14.02 billion 
diriiams (52.8 billion) and revenue at 12.83 billion dirhams (53.48 
billion). 

Sheikh Hamdan Ibn Rashid Al Maktoum, minister of finance and 
industry, told newspapers the budget included no new projects and 
investment programme were limited completing projects now under 
way. 

Expenditure for completion of projects dropped to 550 milli on 
dirhams ($149.4 million) from 800 million dirhams (5217.3 million) 
in 1985.

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Defence minister vows 
to tell Filipinos the truth 


MANILA, Philippines (AP) — Defence Minister 
Juan Ponce Enrile vowed Tuesday to tell Filipinos 
the truth “no matter how grim it is,” while one of his 
leading critics declared a “cease-fire” in calls for his 


resignation. 


"These are times when we have 
to tell our people the real score as 
far as peace and order and 
national stability are concerned." 
Mr. Enrile told a gathering of 
reserve military officers. 

He said Filipinos deserve to 
know the truth about the 
Communist threat "because they 
are the ones who will suffer in the 
end if we don't tell them the truth, 
no matter how scrim it is." 

Mr. Enrile's outspoken 
criticism of President Corazon 
Aquino's policies, including peace 
moves to end the Communist 
rebellion, prompted several 
ministers last week to demand his 
resignation. 

The 62-year-old defence chief 
warned Sunday that if he 
resigns, the entire Aquino 
government should be dissolved 
because it is a coalition of groups 
that united to overthrow former 
President Ferdinand Marcos. 

Philippine newspapers reported 


Tuesday that the controversy 
could trigger a major crisis, 
perhaps at Wednesday's cabinet 
meeting, because of Mr. Enrile’s 
support among elements within 
the country's armed forces. 

On Tuesday, however. 
Aquiline Pimentel, minister of 
local governments, said he and 
other critics of Mr. Enrile had 
decided "to tone down our 
differences'* to avoid a crisis. 

Speculation about the future of 
the government helped push 
indexes on the country's two stock 
exchanges down more than 5 per 
cent Tuesday. 

"It's cease-fire now," Mr. 
Pimentel told reporters. "We're 
trying to tone down our 
differences in hopes we can find a 
rational solution to this problem." 

Mr. Pimentel added, however, 
that he still hoped Mr. Enrile 
would resign "to make things 
easier for ail concerned."

American pilot faces 30 
years in Nicaraguan jail 


MANAGUA { R ) - An 

American on trial before a 
Nicaraguan tribunal Tuesday 
faced the prospect of a possible 
3U-year jafl sentence after being 
accused of involvement in efforts 
to topple the left-wing Sandinista 
government. 

Self-proclaimed U5- "prisoner 
of war” Eugene Hasenfus. 45. was 
charged Monday night with 
"terrorism'' at the start of his trial 
by a revolutionary "people's 
court" and justice Minister 
Rodrigo Reyes said he would push 
for the maximum penalty. 

Hasenfus was captured on Oct. 
6 in a southern Nicaraguan jungle 
a day after parachuting from a 
plane shot down by a Sandinista 
missile while allegedly delivering 
supplies to U. S'. -backed 
right-wing "contra" rebels. 

■* He ( Hasen f us ) is an extremely 
dangerous element," said a 
document presented by Mr. Reyes 
and read to the crowded court in 
Spanish and then in English. 

"Eugene Hasenfus. in addition 
to attempting to disrupt public 
security, has attempted to disrupt 
public "order by participating with 
a clearly defined task as a -crew 
member of an aircraft that 
transported arms... destined to 
take more lives in our country.” 
said the document, read by 
Tribunal President Reynaldo 
Monterrey. 

"VVc are seeking the maximum 
penalty." the document said. 


Under Nicaraguan law, this 
means 30 years in jafl. There is no 
death penalty in Nicaragua. 

Hasenfus appeared calm as he 
sat before the tribunaTs panel, 
watched by bis wife and brother 
Bill, who arrived here Monday 
night to attend his trial. 

The 27-page document, which 
took over an hour to read, 
dedicated as much space to 
attacking U.S. policy as it did to 
charging Hasenfus. 

It plotted the history of what it 
described as illegal U.S. efforts to 
topple the Nicaraguan 
government and said Hasenfus' 
actions were " indisso! ubly linked" 
to Washington policy. 

It said Hasenfus had been 
involved in efforts "to band over 
the nation to foreign domination." 

He is being tried by a "popular 
anti-Somocista tribunal", a 
special form of court set up under 
state of emergency regulations in 
19S3 to expedite justice in cases 
related to the country's 
five-year-okl rebel war in which 
Washington is funding an 
estimated IS. 000 insurgents 
fighting to oust the Sandinistas. 

The special courts, named for 
the late U.S.-backed dictactor 
Anastasio Somoza, who was 
ousted by the Sandinista -led 
revolution in iy79, have been 
criticised by international human 
rights groups for neglecting 
normal legal standards.

Honecker meets Hu 
after arrival in Peking 


PEKING (AP) — East German 
President Erich Honecker met 
Tuesday with Chinese Communist 
Party chief Hu Yaobang. 
effectively reviving party-io-party 
relations that had been frozen for 
more than two decades. 

Mr. Honecker, 74, arrived 
earlier in the day by special plane 
from North Korea for a six-day 
visit, the first visit ever by an East 
German head of state to China. 
He was greeted at the airport by 
Foreign Minister and State 
Council for Wu Xueqian. 

He is the latest in a succession of 
important East European visitors 
that has marked a dramatic 
improvement in long-strained 
relations between China and the 
Soviet Union’s East Bloc allies. 

Mr. Honecker, who heads the 
East Germin Socialist Unity 
Party, met Mr. Hu after an official 
welcoming ceremony on 
Tiananmen Square, including a 
2 1 -gun salute, and a short meeting 
with President Li Xiannian. 

Mr. Honecker and Mr. Hu, who 
knew each other in the 1930s 
when both beaded their respective 
Communist youth league 
organisations, embraced warmly. 
Mr. Honecker presented Mr. Hu 
with a photograph in which the 
two are together at a youth league 


meeting in Bucharest. Romania, 
in 1953. 

Party relations between China 
and East Europe were suspended 
in the early I V6Us after China and 
the Soviet Union split over 
ideological differences. 

Chinese officials have stressed 
recently that there are no 
obstacles to restoring those 
relations, but have declined io say 
whether Mr. Honecker' s visit, and 
a visit by Polish leader Wojciech 
Jaruzelski last month, signify the 
full normalisation of party ties. 

Gen. Jaruzelski was the first 
East European head of state to 
visit China since the lyblls. 

One East German diplomat, 
asked about the party issue, noted 
that the invitation to visit China 
was extended by Communist 
Party Chief Hu as well as 
President Li. 

The official Communist Party 
newspaper People's Daily, in a 
front-page article on the visit, said 
it will “promote further 
cooperation in all fields" between 
the two countries. 

Chinese officials have also 
stressed that Sino-East European 
relations will never return to the 
level of the 1950s. when the 
Socialist camp approached unity 
under Soviet dominance. 


HARARE < R ) — Offices of 
South African Aiiways (SAA) 
and Air Malawi were set on fire 
and the two countries' missions in 
Harare stoned Tuesday by crowds 
of youths enraged by the death of 
Mozambican President Samora 
Machel in a South African air 
crash. 

Outside Malawi House in a 
run-down south-western area of 
the city, a Malawi High 
Commission minibus lay on its 
side, all its windows smashed. 

A private car had also been 
overturned. All the windows of 
the two-storey building were 
smashed. 

The Air Malawi office was 
badly damaged after onlookers 
said youths threw bottles of petrol 
into "the ground floor office after 
smashing plate glass windows. 

There were no reports of 
injuries. 

Police fired tear gas to disperse 
the crowd outside the SAA office 
after they smashed its plate glass 
exterior, carried a tub of petrol 
from a garage opposite, threw it 
inside and set it on fire. 

Firemen put out the blaze and 
witnesses said there appeared to 
be no casualties. SAA employees 
were rushed from the scene. 

In one of the ugliest 
demonstrations in this normally 
sedate city, the crowds of black 
youths began charging through 
the streetsshouting anti-apartheid 
slogans and carrying posters 
mourning the death of Machcl 
soon after shops opened. 

■ Cars driven by whites were 
surrounded and beaten with 
branches torn from trees. Many 
had windows smashed. 

Shortly before his death on 
Sunday in a plane crash in South 
Africa". Machel accused Malawi of 
aiding rebels fighting his Marxist 
government and threatened to 
place missiles along their border. 

Zimbabwe's leading Herald 
newspaper in a special edition 
Monday and on the front page of 
Tuesday’s newspaper carried 
prominent reports of rumours 
circulating in Maputo before the 
fatal crash 'that South Africa was 
planning to assassinate Machel.

Moscow: No arms deal 
outside Iceland package 


MOSCOW (R) - The Soviet 
Union reaffirmed on Tuesday it 
would sign no separate 
disarmament accords with the 
United States outside the overall 
package proposed by Kremlin 
leader Mikhail Gorbachev at the 
recent Reykjavik summit. 

The message was delivered in a 
commentary by the official TASS 
news agency which said U.S. 
suggestions that the two powers 
might conclude an agreement on 
medium-range "Euromissiles"' 
were groundless. 

Agreements could be prepared 
through continuing discussions 
between the two powers at 
continuing Geneva negotiations. 
TASS said. But any accord could 
be implemented only as part of the 
package. 

At the same time. Mr. 
Gorbachev himself was quoted by 
the Communist Party newspaper 
Pravda on Tuesday as saying the 
package he offered to President 
Ronald Reagan in Iceland "opens 
the door to the search for 
mutually-acceptable decisions." 

The Soviet leader. Pravda said, 
told a group of visiting foreign 
cultural figures that his proposals 
— rejected by Mr. Reagan as 
limiting Washington's "Star 
Wars’ - project — provided “a real 


possibility K> get out of a blind 

alley.” 

At the Reykjavik summit on 
Oct. 11 and 12. Mr. Gorbachev 
offered a wide-ranging deal 
coveting strategic rocketry, 
medium-range missiles and space 
weapons which Moscow says was 
aimed at moving the world 
towards total nuclear 
disarmament. 

At Geneva, discussions have 
been under way for several 
months between the two 
superpowers on possible 
agreements limiting 
developments in all three fields 
and eventually cutting bad; the 
missile stockpiles on both sides. 

Mr. Gorbachev argues that if 
the Soviet Union were to begin 
dismantling its own strike force, 
the United States should agree to 
drop most testing for “Star Wars" 
— the space -based strategic 
defence initiative (SOI) system 
Washington says is only defensive. 

Following his talks with Mr. 
Reagan, the Kremlin leader said 
he believed die United States 
wanted co maintain SDI research 
oidcr to establish strategic

Weinberger explains U.S. 
position to NATO allies 


GLENEAGLES. Scotland 
(Agencies) — U.S. Defence 
Secretary Caspar Weinberger met 
in seclusion with other NATO 
defence chiefs on Tuesday and 
was expected to try to soothe 
European fears over Reykjavik. 

Mr. Weinberger addressed 
fellow defence ministers and 
senior generals from 13 other 
NATO countries at the start of a 
two-day meeting of the alliance's 
Nuclear Planning Group, which 
defines alliance nuclear strategy, 
at a remote Scottish location. 

Mr. Weinberger, who was 
joined by Assistant Defence 
Secretary ’ Richard Perle. was 
expected’ to seek to allay the 
apprehension of some Europeans 
over the Icelandic summit at 
which the US. came dose to 
agreeing sweeping arms cuts with 
the Soviet Union. 

The ministers were isolated 
from the outside world for their 
heavily-guarded meeting at an 
exclusive hotel. Police had sealed 
off public access. 

The gathering at Gleneagles. a 
magnificent Scottish golfing 
resort, was the first time the 
Western allies have met formally 
since the Oct. 1 1-12 summit. 

The near-deal on sweeping cuts 
in nudear weapons, inducting the 
removal of U.S. cruise and 


Pershing-2 missiles from Western 
Europe, already has caused 
concern among some of the allies 
— particularly West Germany, the 
Soviet bloc's nearest neighbour. - 

NATO defence ministers meet 
twice yearly and the Gleneagles 
conference was arranged well 
before the summit this month in 
the Icelandic capital. 

But the meeting was due to 
focus on the summit which, in the 
view of some analysis, has 
fundamentally changed the 
security situation — despite the 
fact that agreement collapsed in a 
dispute over President Ronald 
Reagan's strategic defence 
initiative (SDI), known as “Star 
Wars.” 

Also at Gleneagles were NATO 
generals who have taken a rougher 
line than the politicians since 
Reykjavik, 

General Bernard Rogers, the 
NATO supreme commander, and 
his West German deputy. 
Hans-Joachim Mack, have 
accused Washington of failing to 
consult them or take proper 
account of the strategic 
implications of Mr. Reagan's 
“zero option” offer — 
superpower medium-range 
missiles eliminated from Europe 
— at Reykjavik. 


30 killed 
in Soviet 
bombardment 
near Kabul 


ISLAMABAD, Pakistan (AP) - 
Some 30 people were killed when 
Soviet artillery bombarded a 
village in the Sbomali region near 
the Afghan capital of Kabul, 
where guerrillas had destroyed 
nine tanks and other vehicles, 
sources said Tuesday. 

Western diplomatic sources, 
speaking on condition of 
anonymity, said Soviet artillery 
bombarded the village of Farza on 
Oct. 14. The sources had no 
further details on the dead and 
were unable to say if they were 
civ ilians or guerrillas. 

Guerrilla units had been active 
in the Shomali area and had 
destroyed nine tanks and other 
military vehicles with land mines 
planted in roads, the sources said. 

The guerrillas also were 
mounting operations in the 
Paghman region north east of the 
capital and there had been heavy 
fighting this month around three 
key villages, the sources said. 
Guerrilla forces were sending out 
20-man teams to attack the capital- 

Western sources have reported 
heavy fighting around Kabul in 
the past two months with frequent 
guerrilla rocket and mortar 
attacks on the city. Guerrilla 
commanders have said they are 
mounting their biggest offensive 
against Kabul in three years. 

Afghan army forces have been 
bolstering defences and at least 30 
new security posts have been 
constructed in Paghman in recent 
weeks, the sources said. The posts 
apparently are intended to form a 
defence line to hold the region 
during the winter, they said. 

Helicopter gunships were seen 
bombarding hills near Qaiga Lake 
near Paghman last Friday, and die 
Afghan army still appeared to be 
suffering heavy losses, the 
Western sources said. An Afghan 
called to a Kabul hospital to 
identify a relative killed in the 
fighting reported seeing 15 coffins 
and 22 bodies not in coffins, the 
sources said. 

Western sources reported last 
week that the Afghan army was 
suffering losses of about 15 dead a 
day in the fighting in the Paghman 
and Shomali regions. 


Queen Elizabeth arrives in Hong Kong 


HONG KONG (Agencies) - 
Queen Elizabeth arrived in Hong 
Kong to a rousing welcome 
TUesday after her visit to China 
and told her subjects that the 
Sino-British agreement on the 
return of the colony to Chinese 
rule in 1997 bad assured its future. 

A flotilla of sailing boats, a 
helicopter flypast and a 21 -gun 
salute greeted the queen and her 
husband Prince Philip as the royal 
yacht Britannia entered Victoria 
Harbour. 

Hundreds of schoolchildren 
waved flags and thousands of 
onlookers cheered as the queen 
inspected a guard of honour 
drawn from tough Gurkha fighters 
from the Himalayan kingdom of 
NepaL 

"Prince Philip and I come to 
Hong Kong after an historic visit 
to the People's Republic of China. 
That visit ... symbolised the new 
relationship between Britain and 
China — a relationship in which 
the agreement between the two 
countries on the future of Hong 
Kong has played a significant 
part,” she said. 

“The agreement and the firm 


commitment by the governments 
of the United Kingdom and China 
enshrined tn it will. I trust, be an 
assurance and an encouragement 
to you as you face the challenges 
of the future," she said. 

Britain and China reached 
agreement two years ago to return 
Hong Kong to Chinese rule in 
1997. China has agreed to allow 
the territoiy to retain its capitalist 
system for 50 years after the 
transfer of power and to retain a 
high degree of autonomy. 

"The people of Hong Kong, 
with imagination and hard work, 
have created a unique city and a 
unique society. And this has 
earned you respect and goodwill 
throughout the world.’’ 

The queen was greeted by 
Governor Sir Edward Youde. 

He said the queen's visit to 
China — the first by a British 
monarch — emphasised the 
excellent relationship between 
Britain and China. He said this 
was of vital importance as Hong 
Kong approached 1997. 

“The pace of change 
distinguishes Hong Kong from 
most other parts of the world.'’ the 


queen said . ' ' Much that we saw in 
1975 has gone, much that is new 
has taken its place. 

Because you have profited from 
your two (Chinese and British) 
traditions, you have been able to 
adapt to this rapid progress where 
less adaptable folk might well 
have succumbed." 

After the welcoming ceremony 
at city hall the queen and her 
husband the Duke of Edinburgh, 
visited the legislative council and 
the new 47-storey headquarters of 
the Hong Kong and Shanghai 
Banking Corp.. the territory's de 
facto centra] bank. 

On Wednesday, a special 
holiday declared to celebrate the 
royal visit, the queen was to tour a 
government-built bousing estate 
and attend a horse race, where she 
was to present a trophy to the 
winner of the Queen's Cup evenL 

She will fly home on Thursday. 
Prince Philip will remain behind 
for an extra day to inaugurate an 
education centre for the World 
Wildlife Funds, of which he is 
president, and visit a unit of the 
7th Duke of Edinburg's own 
Gurkha rifles stationed here.

Scientists link Antarctic ozone loss to chemical process

COLOMBO (R) - The Sri 
Lankan government said Tuesday 
it would observe a truce with 
Tamil guerrillas on Oct. 27 in 
response to an appeal by Pope 
John Paul, and it urged the rebels 
do the same.

WASHINGTON 
annual disappearance of much of 
the protective ozone layer over 
the south pole appears to be a 
chemical process that is not caused 
by changing weather or solar 
activity, scientists reported from 
Antarctica. 

However, they said they could 
not confirm the leading theory of 
die cause of the October ozone 
disappearance — that man-made 
chlorofluorocarbon chemicals 
used as refrigeration fluids are 
responsible. Some of their 
fin di ng s, however, are consistent 
wife that theory. 

The leader of the expedition, 
Susan Solomon, a chemist with the 
U.S. National Oceanic and 
Atmospheric Administration, told 
a news conference Monday at the 
National Science Foundation she 
was "more concerned” than she 
had been before the expedition, 
because science has been "unable 
to come up with an explanation.” 

Ms. Solomon and 17 other 
scientists from U.S. government 
and university laboratories were 
hurriedly dispatched to Antarctica 
in August after examination of old 


unexpected finding of a British 
team. The British team reported 
that, starting in the 1970s, ozone 
concentrations had fallen sharply 
each October. 

Ozone makes life on earth 
possible by filtering the ultraviolet 
rays of the sun. The discovery of 
the Antarctic hole has accelerated 
efforts to confirm or refute 
theories that chlorofluorocarbon 
emissions will destroy ozone, let 
more ultraviolet through and thus 
increase skin cancer, damage 
crops and livestock and degrade 
plastics. 

In December, major producing 
nations are meeting in Geneva to 
consider control measures. Other 
nations refused to go along with a 
UJ5. regulation that banned the 
chemicals as aerosol propellants in 


Ms. Solomon, in a telephone 
interview from the U.S. base at 
McMutdo Sound, said it was the 
consensus of her group that its 
findings are inconsistent with two 
theories of why much of the ozone 
disappears: The theory that the 
depletion is caused by the 11-year 


cycle of solar activity, and that it is 
caused by a slight change in wind 
patterns. 

If the regular variation in solar 
output were causing the ozone 
drop, large amounts of nitrogen 
dioxide should be found at 
altitudes where the ozone is 
disappearing — but “the nitrogen 
dioxide abundances inside the 
ozone bole are the lowest we have 
observed anywhere in the world," 
Ms. Solomon said. 

If changed wind patterns were 
the cause, nitrous oxide should be 
found in abundance but that also is 
"extremely low inside the ozone 
hole." 

In addition, tracking of fine 
particles in the atmosphere by a 
University of Wyoming team on 
the expedition shows no evidence 
of the upward movement of air 
that would support the wind 
theoiy. 

Though winds may play a role, 
“we believe that a chemical 
mechanism is fundamentally 
responsible for the formation of 
die hole.” 

After the hole disappears, the 
ozone returns and the scientists 


disperse in November, it will take 
several months to analyse data on 
the concentrations of 15 different 
molecules over McMuxdo. 

The cause may well be 
something not yet thought of" 
Ms. Solomon said. 

Asked if man-made chemicals 
were responsible, she replied, “I 
am definitely not saying that.” 

Any theory will have to explain 
new findings of the team: Ozone 
concentrations fall off quite 
rapidly, in about 20 to 30 days, 
and only in foe range of seven to 
12 miles (11 kilometres) up, 
starting at the top and progressing 
downward, Ms. Solomon said. 

Ozone, during the drop-off. 
resides in layers and 
concentrations that can change 
rapidly in a few hundred yards of 
altitude — from 20 per cent 
depletion to an 80 per cent 
depletion. 

The layering of ozone 
concentrations "suggests that the 
ozone depletion may be 
associated with the springtime 
evaporation of polar stratospheric 
clouds the scientists said m the 
consensus statement* - -

GENEVA (R) — Tokyo is the 
world’s most expensive city for 
expatriate executives, a survey by 
the mdependen l business research 
group Business International has 
showed. The same package of 
goods iafive times dearer in Tokyo 
than m Caracas, and Dublin is 
more expensive than New York, 
according to the survey of 
executive living costs. It listed the 
workfs most expensive cities, in 
order, as Tokyo. Osaka- Kobe. 
Tehran, Libreville in Gabon and 
Brazzaville in Gongo. The survey 
compared costs for expatriate 
executives in 100 cities including a 
shopping basket of food items, 
alcoholic beverages, clothing, car 
costs, telephone and heating bills 
and recreation and entertainment 
but not bousing. In foe space of 
only sir months up to July 19S6 
the Swiss cities of Geneva and 
Zurich jumped from a tie for 14th 
place to a tie for 10th place, the 
group sail. During that period. 
New York dropped to 19fo from 
14th place and London fell to 48th 
from 44th. Paris rose to 22nd from 
27th and Dublin, to iSth from 
27th. The main reason behind the 
changes was the drop in the value 
of the US. dollar against West 
European currencies, with the 
exception of sterling which was 
more stable against tbe dollar, the 
survey said. The world’s cheapest 
cities were Peking. Rio de Janeiro. 
Mexico City. Belgrade, Quito and 
Caracas. 


LONDON (R) - A British 
television actor admitted that he 
had AIDS in an interview 
published Tuesday and said he 
had an affair with U.S. film star 
Rock Hudson who died from the 
disease last year. Douglas 
Lambert, 50, told Woman’s Own 
magazine that he had "a vciy 
discreet" affair with Hudson, 
whose death helped increase 
awareness of the disease which has 
killed thousands in the United 
States, Europe and Africa. "You 
never think anything like this is 
going to happen to you. do you?” 
Lambert said. "Rock made people 
more aware of it.” Lambert said. 
“The strange thing is that I don’t 
feel depressed about this ... In fact, 
there’s no blinding agony — not 
yet anyway." Acquired 'immune 
Deficiency Syndrome (AIDS) 
kills by destroying foe body's 
natural defences against mfeetion. 
The disease is spread through the 
blood, often by male 
homosexuals, through blood 
transfusions or unhvgtnic 
hypodermic needles. 
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
